He then.acquired from that Sultan all his 
rights in the territory in return for £1,000. 
The ruler de facto, in virtue.of grants from 
the Sultan Brunet, the-ruler.de jure, was 
the Sultan of Sulu. Baron Overbeck went 
to him and received, six months before the 
Sultan capitulated to the Spaniards, the 
céssion of all his domains im Borneo, in 
consideration of an annual payment of a 
few thousand dollars. .The bestowal of ex- 
clusive privileges would have been a vioia- 
tion of treaty rights secured to the citizens 
of the United. States. Accordingly the Sui- 
tan of Brunei was called to account by the 
United States vernment, and replied that

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WARE VIOLATES THE — 
CIVIL SERVICE LAW 


Pension Commissioner Dismisses | 
Official for Political Reasons. 


PENALTY FOR IT IS REMOVAL 


The Commissioner Demanded Demo- 
crat’s Resignation — Says Letter 
Was “the Usual Form.”

WASHINGTON, July 16.—Facts have 
come to dight involving a high official of 
the Government in a violation both of the 
civil seryice law and the rules and regula- 
tions promulgated by direction of the Presi- 
The official is Commissioner. of 
Pensions Ware, and the offense was com- 
mitted when he directed the removal of a 
member of a bosrd of pension examining 
surgeons for political reasons. 

It has just been discovered that last De- | 
cember Commissioner Ware addressed a 
letter to Dr. T. J. McLoughlin of 5388 Jer- 
sey Avenue, Jersey City, N. J., in which 
he called that gentleman's attention to the 
fact that the Board of Examining Surgeons, 
of. which Dr. McLoughlin was a member, 
was composed of two Democrats and one 
Republican. The text of the Commissioner's 
letter follows: 


Department of the Interior, Bureau of Pensions. 
Office of the Commissioner, Washington. 

To Dr, T. J. McLoughlin, 588 Jersey Avenue, 
Jersey City, N. J. : 

Dear. Sir: Your Board of Examining Surgeons 
ts politically composed of two Democrats and 
one Republican. An executive order directs that 
when practicabie the Examining Board shall be 
made up of two Republicans and one Democrat. 
In compliance with this order I must regreat- 
fully ask for your resignation as a member of 
the Jersey City board. 

This request must not in any way be con- 
strued as reflecting upon your efficiency as a 
member of the board, or as an expression of dis- 
Setisfaction with your professional work. I 
thank you for your past good services as an 
examining surgeon for this bureau. " 

E. F. WARE, Commissioner. 


Commissioner’ Ware, when asked to-day 
about the letter to Dr. McLoughlin, ad- 
mitted its genuineness and added that af- 
ter waiting a reasonable time for Dr. Mc- 
Loughlin to resign and not receiving his 
resignation, an order of dismissal had been 
made. He claims that-the examining med- 
ical boards are not under the civil service 
laws and that the tenure of thefr meém- 
bers is at the discretion of the Commis- 
Sioner. The executive order to which ref- 
erence is made in his letter to McLough- 


; lin is not of record, and the Commissioner 


effort will be made to have the petition re- 
ceived at St. Petersburg, but it is hardly 
probable he will feel warranted in. taking 
any step in that direction in view of the 
very positive notification that the petition 
would neither be received nor considered. 
It is believed here that the entire matter 
was to hinge on Russia’s reply to the in- 
terrogatory of Mr. Hay, and that such was 
the understanding ,between the President

Russia, in response to an official inquiry, 
had informed this Government of its inten- 
tion in the premises, would, it is believed, 
be regarded as an unfriendly act on the 
part of. the United States, and might be 
attended with grave consequences.

Commissioner Ware's explanation of his 
action in removing Dr. McLoughlin and 
his views ip regard-to.the relation of the 
boards of medical examiners are given 
the following statement which he prepa. 

: ar of Medica} examiners are not 
under ‘Civil service rules; they ‘are just 
simply hited men for the time, subject to 
dismissal at the pleasure of the bureaa. 

“In-Jersey City the board was composed 
of two Democrats and one Republican. 
Complaints were made, and Senator Kean 
requested the substitution of Dr, James A. 
Kton in Place of Dr. McLoughlin. _ There- 
upon a formal letter was sent to Dr. Mc- 
Loughlin asking for his resignation and 
thanking him fer his past services. The 
uSual form for such letters was used. 
These medical boards are kept non-partli- 
san; that is to say, two Republicans and 
one Democrat. Many changes are oing on 
from time to time because complaints are 
frequently made against one or another of 
the boards, but in all their mutations they 
are kept bi-partisan. It was the verbal or- 
der of President McKinley, made in 1899, 
that the boards should be bi-partisan.” 

Commissioner Procter, speaking of this 
matter, said this evening: “The law ap- 
pice to all persons in the classified serv- 
ce, whether exempted or not from compet- 
itive examinations. Members of pension ex- 
amining boards are in the classified serv- 
jee, but not subject to competitive exami- 
nation.” - 

When Commissioner Ware wrote the let- 
hos Dr. McLoughlin, the civil service rule 
read: 

“No person in the executive civil service 
shail dismiss or in any manner change the 
official rank or compensation of any other 
person. therein because of his political or 
religious opinions or affiliations,” 

Since then, on April 15, a new set of rules 
was promulgated by direction of and with 
the approval of the President, in which it 
is provided that ‘‘no discrimination shall 
be exercised, threatened, or promised by 
any person in the executive civil service 
against oy in favor of any employe in the 
classified service because of his political or 
religious opinions or affiliations,” 

According to Commissioner Procter, Dr. 
McLoughlin was an “ employe in the classi. 
fied service,” and according to Commis- 
sioner Ware’s admission Dr. McLoughlin 
was removed:*' because of his political opin- 
fons and affiliations.”’ 

Unless Commissioner Procter, who is the 
highest authority in such matters, is in 
error in holding that Dr. McLoughlin was 
protected by the Civil Service act and the 
rules and regulations, Commissioner Ware 
has rendered himself liable to the penait 
prvpertuas by. Section 3 of Rule XII., whic 
reads: 

“ Any ovate in the executive service who 
shall willfully violate any of the provisions 
of the Civil Service act or of the rules shall 
be removed from the service.’” 

“T think it would be necessary for the 
party in interest or some one else to prefer 
formal charges with the Civil Service Com- 
mission before we would undertake an-in- 
vestigation of this case,” said Commis- 
sioner Procter to-day. ‘It is possible the 
man does not care for the place. The com- 
mission always prefers to act upon a com- 
laint and not upon.a newspaper notice. 
Ve do not know anything about this case 
pnt it is officially brought to our atten- 
ticn,’”’ 

When Commissioner Procter made this 
statement he held in hts hand a copy of the 
letter in which Commissioner Ware served 
notice upon Dr. McLoughlin that he would 
have to leave the board for no other reason | 
than that he was a Democrat and his place ! 
wee wanted for o Peers 

“T want to say s for the Comniiss 
of Pensions,"’ continued Commissioner per 
ter: “‘So far as appointments and promo- | 
tions are made by him we have never haa 
a man in the public’ service who adhered 
more strictly to the aivil service rules. He 
has been a very Strict observer of the law 
and the regulations.”

CONVICTS LASHED TO DEATH

Backs of Blacks Greased Before Being | 


Whipped and Sand Rubbed Into 
Wounds—Witnesses Show Their 
Scars to Gov. Terrell. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ATLANTA, July 16.—Stories that suggest 
the atrocities alleged to be practiced by 
Russian officials on exiles sent to Siberia 
were told by witnesses to-day to the Prison 
Commission »of Georgia, Gov. Joseph M. 
Terrell presiding. The charges under in- 
vestigation are those made against the 
Broach Brothers, wealthy planters of Ogle- 
thorpe County, who run a misdemeanor 
convict camp, and who, it is alleged, have 
not only treated prisoners with shocking 
brutality, but have kept dozens of them in 
servitude after their terms had expired. 

Devereaux Burden, a negro, was put on 
the stand. He testified that he had been 
sent to the Broach camp from Clarkesville, 
Habersham County. His term expired on 
Friday, March 13, and he was not dis- 
charged until three months later, being 
whipped repeatedly in the meantime be- 
cause he protested against his detention. 

Burden. said that Ben Moon, a prisoner, 
Was repeatedly whipped for not working 
right, and that he died soon after_one of 
these whippings. 

Burden then described how he was 
whipped. He said he was tied down with 
a leather strap. The negro showed scars 
on his ack, which he said were made by 
the whippings. He had been given clothes 
when discharged, but no ticket to go home. 
Other negroes, he said, had walked home 
when discharged. He said that after he 
had been discharged he had gone to work 
for Truitt, the whipping boss. He left 
Truitt's employ and went to Elberton. 
Truitt came after him and carried him 
back, saying h 
The next mornfng he was released. 

Burden also swore that time and again, 
after prisoners had been whipped until 
their backs were raw and bleeding, sand 
had beet rubbed into the wounds, causing 
great agony. 

Charles Collins swore that Charles Ruck- 
er was whipped cruelly one day and on the 
next he was dead. This witness swore that 
the backs of the men whipped were greased 
with axle grease and sulphur. 

Henry McCoy followed and told of work- 
ing with Burden on the chain gang. He 
had seen Burden's back in the chain gang, 
and it had been scarred by being whipped. 
Burden had not been burned, as far as he 
knew, while in the chain gang. 

McCoy said he had been given no money 
when released, and had walked home. The 
clothes he wore when he went there were 
not given back to him, and he had seen one 


of the bosses wearing his shoes, He -had 


also been kicked with his own shoes. 

Each of the witnesses who had been 
whipped bared their backs before the 
Governor, and showed the cruel scars left 
by the lash. Each of them also testified 
that/they were kept for months after their 
terms had expired. 


ACTS ON “LYNCHING SERMON.” 


New Castle Presbytery Considers the 
Rev. Mr. Elwood’s Case and 
Adopts Resolutions. 


WILMINGTON, Del., Fuly 16.—A special 
meeting of the Presbytery of New Castle 
was held this afternoon to take action on 
the alleged lynching sermon preached by 
the Rev. Robert A. Elwood, on Sunday 
evening, before the burning of George 
White at the stake.. The meeting was held 
behind closed doors. No charges were pre- 
ferred against the minister, who made a 
brief. speech, declaring that he was op- 
pesed to lynching. The Presbytery adopt- 
ed the following resolution; 

“The Presbytery of New Castle at the 
meeting held at New Castle this day, hav- 
ing received a statement from the Rev. R. 
A. Elwood that he is opposed to lynch 
law or *the execution of a real or sup- 
posed criminal without due process of law 
under any circumstances, hereby discloses 
its tisfaction with the statement. The 
Presbytery would further take occasion to 
luce itself on record as peartiy opposed 
o the spirit of lawlessness which would 
usurp the functions of our courts. We 
would further enjoin: our ministers and 
members” to use their best endeavor to 
muintain in all circumstances the legally 


constituted channels for ¢he administration 
of justice.”’

POPE LEO GROWS 
| WORSE STEADILY 


Another Operation May Have to be 
Performed To-day. 


His Holincss's Prostration , Increases, 
and He Is Very Restless. 


The Doctors Will Postpone a Third Op 
eration Until it Is Imperative, as 
They Fear It May Prove Fatal. 


ROME, July 17.—2:55 A. M.—The 
Pope’s condition this morning is even 
less satisfactory than yesterday morn- 
ing, and he suffered from much uneasi- 
ness and difficulty in breathing until 
relieved to some extent by an injection 
of caffeine. The new crisis in the Pope's 
condition. presented itself yesterday, 
when the doctors were confronted on the 
one hand with the apparently impera- 
tive necessity of another operation ard 
on tae other hand with the danger that 


such an operation, in the patient’s pres- 
ent enfeebled condition, might prove fa- 
tal. This dilemma was canvassed by Dr. 
Lapponi and Dr. Mazzoni throughout the 
day. 

At their earlier conference there was 

some prospect that the operation might 

not occur, and the doctors left the sick 
room without arriving 2t a definite de- 
termination as to when it would take 
place. They expressed the belief, how- 
ever, that a délay until to-day would 
serve a useful purpose in permitting a 
larger extraction of serum in case the 
operation was undertaken, 
Meantime, the Pope continued in a 
state of great depression. Thanks to the 
fo sune faitly good afternoon’s sleep, 
| the physicians were able to issue a byl-< 
letin at 7:25 P. M. showing that there 
had been no vital change in the normal 
progress of the disease, though the same 
serious rapidity of respiration as was 
noticed in the morning had again to be 
recorded. So painful had the latter be- 
come that one of those present in the 
sickroom described the Pontiff as liter- 
ally panting for his life’s breath, 

Later the Pope was sufficiently at ease — 
to receive Cardinal Rampolla and his 
Holiness conferred upor hirif “the -en- 
larged authority made necessary for the 
executive administration of Papal af- 
fairs.. It is understood that one result of 
this action will probably be the speedy 
appointment. of a successor to Mgr. Vol- 
pini as Secretary of the Consistoriat Con- 
gregation. 

When Dr. Mazzoni visited the Pontiff 
yesterday morning his Holiness said the 
past night had been one of the worst he 
had experienced. He spoke of the op- 
pression on his chest, the difficulty in 
breathing, and the uncontrollable rest- 
lessness, giving him no peace in any po- 
sition. 

Dr. Lapponi said: the Pope had called 
for him very often during the night, 
taking frequent restoratives, especially 
meat broth, orangeade, and tamarind 
water. y 

The Pope felt better, however, after a 
celebration of mass yesterday, as though 
the communion had calmed him. In fact, 
the doctors proceeded with a thorough 
examination of his thorax without fa- 
tiguing him too much. During the day 
the Pope was very restless, but had some 
intervals of repose. 

The Pope's doctors have received many 
congratulations from medical authorities, 
with most of whom they are not ac- 
quainted, on their treatment of his Holl- 
ness. Among these is a letter to Dr. 
Lapponi from Prof. Henri Huchard, a 
member of the Academy of Medicine at 


Paris.

The latter said to the, Cardinal 
that_he desired to confirm and extend the 
power his Eminence already exercises be- 
cause of his position, and authorized him 
to take measures which in ordinary times 
would necessitate the direct intervention of 
the Pontiff, “‘in recognition of his per- 
sonal devotion to the Pontiff and the serv- 
ices he has rendered to the Church. 


AMERICANS’ SYMPATHY. 


Cardinal Rampolla Gratified by the 
Prayers in Protestant Churches.

FROM RECEIVERSHIP 


Trust Wants Insolvency Decision 
Set Aside. .’ 


Bill of Errors Contends That Appoint- 
ment of Receiver, If Allowed. to 
Stand, Will Work Irrepar- 

able Harm. .

TRENTON, N. J., July 16.—Judge Kirk- 
patrick, in the United States Circult Court, 
has aNowed an appeal to the United States 
Cireult\Court of Appeals in , Philadelphia 
from his decision of insolvency of the 
United States Shipbuilding Company and 
his appointment of ex-Senator James Smith, 
Jr., os receiver of the corporation. 

Charles C. Deming, solicftor for the 
United States Shipbuilding Company, filed 
the appeal and the bond for costs, as re- 
quired under the practice. 

The assignment of errors, leading to 
Judge Kirkpatrick's decision as to in- 
solvency and the appointment of a receiver, 
contends that the court erred, in undertak- 
ing to exercise jurisdiction under the stat- 
utes of New Jersey relating to insolvency 
corporations; second, that the court Had 
no jurisdiction to appoint a receiver in the 
exercise of general equity jurisdiction and 
rules of the court, and, thim, a general 
denial of the court's jurisdiction to make 
an order of Insolvency. 

Taking up the question of ‘evidence 
brought before Judge Kirkpatrick and on 
which he based his order, the bfil of errors 
ecutends that there was no evidence before 
the court and no finding by the court of 
any fraud or mismanagement on the part 
of the Directors of officers of the com- 


It is held, therefore, the court had no 
jurisdiction to appoint a receiver for the 
United States Shipbuilding Company or 
to grant cn miunction against any and 
all of its officers from prosecuting its

On Page C of the reorganization 
plan it ts stated that the Bethlehem Company 
has $4,600,883.25 of such surplus assets, If that 
were all the surplus assets which the company 
had it could still contribute $500,883.25 by way 
of dividend out of its large earnings to the ship- 
building company, which would leave it with 
the required amount of surplus assets and be 
more than enough to pay the July interest on 
the first mortgage bonds of the shipbuilding 
company... But if we accept the figures given 
by the Treasurer of the’ shipbuilding company 
in the official statement. made Dec. 24, 11902, 
to the New York Stock Exchange, the surplus 
current assets of the Bethlehem Company on 
April 30, 1903, should be $830,540.89, even after 
$396,872.91 has been deducted for ‘' adfust- 
ments’ (7;) $342,885.89 for new construction 
and charged to ‘‘ plant account,’’ and $242,478.43 
for depreciation of plant. 

What must impress the holders of the securi- 
ties of the shipbuilding company most unfavora- 
bly is that these charges and appropriations tere 
made with bankruptcy staring the shipbuilding 
company in the face, and against the protest 
made at the meeting of the Executive Comrnit- 
tee of the United States Shipbuilding Company 
on April 7, 1908, by the President, who tar- 
nestly appealed to the committee that it should 
not divert the funds of the company with- 
out providing for $900,000 dividend which the 
Bethlehem Stee] Company had obligated Macif 
to pay to the shipbuilding company. 


The circular further on declares that “‘ if, 
after the shipbuilding company came un- 


der the control and domination of one man, | 


there had been a deliberate purpose to 


wreck the company and bring about, the 
proposes reorganization, it could not have 
een more effectually pursued than by the 
course taken from the time when the orig- 
inal Directors were forced to resign and 
new ones were designated by the Bethie- 
interests, through the period 
when the corftipany's bonds and ‘stocks were 
allowed to depreciate upon the Stock Ex- 
change to such a point that banks would 
scarcely lend meen them, down to the pub- 
lication of the Sheidon plan of reorganiza- 
tion, which gave the company’s credit an 
irrep#rabdle blow.’

CIVIL SERVICE PROBLEMS. 


Board Considers Protest of Deputy Fire 
Chief Lally—Grand Army Men 
Protest. 


The protest of Deputy Chief Lally against 
a non-competitive examination for the po- 
sition of Chief in the Fire Department 
was considered by the Municipal Ctvil Serv- 
ice Commission yesterday afternoon, The 
meeting was private. 

After the commission had been in session 
for some time, word was sent out to the 
reporters that nothing would be given out 
at that time, but that Mr. Lally would be 
notified of the decision of the board this 
morning. 

Chief Lally protested against the board’s 
granting the request of Fire Commissioner 
Sturgis for a non-competitive examination 
for*the place of Chief. Acting Chief Pur- 
roy and Chief Lally were the only candi- 
dates who passed the physical examination, 
and Mr. Sturgis made his request in pursu- 
ance of the provision in the law which au- 
thorizes the board to have a non-competi- 
tive examination where there are three can- 
didates or less, There were more than 
three candidates who entered the physical 
examination, however, and Mr. Lally claims 
that the mental examination cannet be stn- 
gled out in the way suggested by the Cam-~- 
missioner and made non-competitive all’ by 
itself, .

Test Case Taken Before Justice 
Scott on Dock Inquiry. 


Declaration Made in Behalf of John 
_ Fleming, a Witness, That the 
Procedure is Illegal. 


The legaltty of District Attorney Jerome's 
famous “ John Doe" proceedings is to be 
tested. The first move was made when 
Justice Scott in the Supreme Court yester- 
day granted an order to show cause why an 
alternative writ of prohibition should not be 
issued commanding Justice Mayer of the 
Court of Special Sessions, and requiring 
the District Attorney absolutely to desist 
and refrain from any and all further pro- 
ceedings in the action of the people against 
Charles FF. Murphy, J. Sargent Cram, and 
Peter F) Meyer, the Dock Commissioners 
under the Van ‘Wyck administration. 

The order is based on affidavits of John 
Fleming of the firm of Brown & Fleming, 
contractors, and of L. Laflin Kellogg. of the 
law firm of Kellogg & Rose, one of his 
counsel.’ The affidavits state that there is 
no information before Justice Mayer charg- 
ing the defendants with any designated 
crime or that would warrant or authorize 
the inquisitorial examination and proceed- 
ings; that the Justice had no power to issue 
subpoenas for the petitioner in the proceed- 
ing in the manner and form as issued, and 
that the Justice had no power or authority 
to allow, the District Attorney to be present 
and conduct such proceedings or to exclude 
the defendants and their counsel. 

It is asserted of the entire so-called ‘John 
Doe" proceedings that they are inquisi- 
torial and are not being conducted as re- 
quired by law, and are in violation of the 
constitutional rights of the relator. 

Mr. Fleming was subpoenaed to appear 
before Justice Mayer on June 30. In his af- 
fidavit he states that his counsel accom- 
panied him to the Criminal Courts Building 
and requested permission to attend the in- 
quiry, but. that such permission was re- 
, fused, 

The questions asked him, he declares, 
were of a general and inquisitorial char- 
acter, some relating to contracts made 
with the Dock Department and his firm 
and others having no relation thereto. He 
further states that the examination, pend- 
ing the legal proceedings between him and 
his partner, Charles F. Brown, for the 


dissolution of the firm, was detrimental 
both to himself and to his firm, as the 
testimony elicited and made public can be 
used in the pending litigdtion, and also by 
any receiver appointed or by any creditor. 

“ Notwithstanding the alleged secrecy #¢ 
the proceedings,”’ the affidavit continues, 
“a full report thereof appeared in the daily 
press on the day of such exami~ tion and 
the next day thereafter, and hich re- 
port was stated to have been received from 
Assistant District Attorney Clarke, in 
charge of the proceedings, and from the 
nature-of the report your petitioner verily 
believes and alleges the fact to be that it 
could only have emanated from some one 
present at the hearing before Justice May- 
er; that the only persons present thereat 
were Justice Mayer, District Attorney Je- 
rome, Assistant District Attorney Clarke, 
and a stenographer."’ 

Mr. Fleming goes on to say that he was 
only ‘one of a number of witnesses, includ- 
ing his employes and clerks, who were 

| ca led before Justice Mayer in the Dock 
Board inquiry, and that ‘the daily press 
is filled with statements and comments 
thereoa”’ from time to time made by Mr.

Section 145 of the Code of Criminal Pro-

the. informant or prosecutor and any wit- 
nesses he may produce, and take their 
depositions in writing and have them sign 
them. These proceedings are preliminary 
to the {ssuance of a warrant and are to be 
conducted by the Magistrate personally, 
without the assistance of the District At- 
torney, and are supposed to be unknown 
and to be kept unkrown to the public until 
the Magistrate acts. 

‘““In this case, the District Attorney, con- 
fessing that he has ho knowledge of any 
designated crime, and he has not stated 
any designated crime, is pacenitios by the 
Magistrate to be present with his sten- 
ographer to conduct proceedings ostensibly 
in private, but which, tmmediately after 
the hearing, are made public in a garbled 
form and spread broadcast insinuations 
against the characters of men against whom 
no charge has been made. This is only 
made possible where it will help one polit- 
ileal party or another. 

“There is no provision in the law that 
warrants such unjust proceeds. If hear- 
ings of that nature were held in the open 
the public would have both sides of the 
controversy; if before the Grand Jury it 
would be secret according to law. 

* By this gerrymandering of the law two 
very wrongful purposes are served: First, 


the right to search into private affairs of 


an individual without hindrance from any 
source and without even the protection of 
counsel, and, secondly, the right to smirch 
the character of men by insinuation and in- 
ference when no public crime is known or 
charged, Such proceedings violate every 
rule of law and justice, and it is high time 
they were discontinued.”’ 

Mr. Kellogg procured the writ from Jus- 
tice Scott too late yesterday afternoon to 
obtain seryice on District Attorney Jerome. 
This will be done to-day.

CATSKILLS SUMMER HOTEL 
BURNED TO THE GROUND. 


Guests Escape in Their Night Clothes, 
Some by a Narrow Margin— 
New York Guests.

PINE HILLS, N. Y., July 16.—The Moun- 
tain Inn was completély destroyed by fire 
at an early hour this morning. The fire, 
which was caused by .defective insulation 
of an electric wire, was discovered in the 
parlor of the hotel shortly after midnight. 

About 130 people were asleep in their 
rooms wken the alarm was given, and when 
they were awakened the majority of them 
immediately rushed to the street, not tak- 
ing time to dress. The night: was very 
cold and the éscaping guests, who were 


clad only in their night robes, suffered 
considerable hardship. 

Within three hours after the fire was dis- 
covered the hotel was burned to_ the 
ground. Everything belonging to the hotel 
was destroyed, as well as the greater part 
of the baggage belonging to the guests. 

Some heroic rescues were made and sev- 
eral of the panic-stricken guests had nar- 
row escapes, but no lives were lost. It is 
impossible to ascertain the loss, but it will 
exceed $75,000.

JUSTICE MUST PAY COSTS. 


Persons He Convicted Will Recover 


Fines and Charges Because of 
Court’s Error. 


PATERSON, N. J., July 16.—Judge Scott 
this morning set aside the conviction of 
Benjamin Schwander and Emilie Hay, who 


on June 26 last were fined by Justice of 
the Peace Fletcher of North Haledon, on 
a charge of disorderly conduct. 

In sentencing the two persons Justice 
Fletcher failed to state on what charge 
they were convicted, as required by law. 
Judge Scott this morning ordered the costs 
of court charged to Justice Fietcher,. and 
issued orders for the return of $5 fines 
and costs to the convicted persons. 


Railroad Goes to Court to Get Additional 
Ground for Change of Roadbed 
at Garrison’s. 


WHITE PLAINS, July 16.—Stuyvesant 
Fish is béing sued by the New York Central 
and Hudson River Kailroad under the Con- 
demnation act for a strip of land at Gar- 
risons owned by him and wanted by the 
ratiroad to permit of changés in its roadbed. 
The company claims it is absolutely needful 
that it should have the land so as to change 
its roadbed and avold. another Garrisons 
disaster. The railroad claims its roadbed 
cannot be made absolutely safe where it 
now is, and that although ithas used hun- 
dreds of carloads of rock to hold up its 
tracks at t point, the work has to be 
done over and over again. 

Both sides called experts, the plaintiffs to 
show the land was needed and the de- 
fense to show that the roadbed could be 
made safée°in its present location. Justice 
Keogh this afternoon reserved decision. 


OPPOSES PARDON OF MILLER. 


District Attorney Clarke of Kings 
Writes Positive Letter to Gov. Odell. 


The application for a pardon for William 
F. Miller of the Franklin Syndicate mado 
by District Attorney Jerome will encounter 


considerable opposition from John F. 
Clarke, the District Attorney who con- 
ducted Miller’s prosecution. 

Mr. Clarke said yesterday that he was 
just as strong in his opposition to the par- 
aun of Miller as ever, and that he could see 
no reason for changing-the position he took 
before the Ammon trial. He has written a 
long letter to Gov) Gdell in the matter. In 
his letter Mr. Clarke said: 

“It will be urged that Miller should re- 
ceive consideration for the testim:ony in the 
ease of the People vs. Ammon. While the 
conviction of Ammon was a gratifying re- 
sult, it must be remembered that it was 
equally gratifying to Miller to punish the 
man who stole a great amount of money 
from him. It was the case of the swindler 
being swindied, and Miller’s testimony was 
the natural revenge following Ammoa's 
perfidy, Reduced to simple form, it is 
claimed that because Miller has aided in 
convicting one who stole part of the money 
that Miller hau _ previously stolen, this 
should satisfy Miller's sentence. 

“T do not believe jsuch considerations 
will or should lead to a disturbance of 
Miller's sentence.’’

TRANSIT. BOARD. LIMITS 
SALE OF A FRANCHISE 


Veto Power to City Placed in Con- 
tract for a Tunnel. 


Other Changes Made—Connection of 
Subway Line and Elevated Ap- 
proved——Damages In Park 
Avenue. 


During the consideration of the pro- 
posed franchise to the Hudson and Man- 
hattan Railroad Company for a tunnel un- 
der the North River, connecting Jersey. 
City with Manhattangat Courtlandt Street, 
by the Rapid Transit Commission yester- 
day, Mayor Low took a determined stand 
against permitting the sale of the property 
by the company, when the franchise is 
granted, except with the approval of the 
Board of Estimate and of the Board of 
Aldermen, as well as of the Rapid Transit 
Commissioners. 

‘* Matters of this kind ar® of the most 
vital interest to the people,” declared the 
Mayor, “‘and properties of this sort should 

ot be sold or leased without the full con- 
sent of the city’s proper officials, The 
city should have something to say in this 
matter, as it has in the Pennsylvania tun- 
nel, and in the event of like action by the 
Interborough Company. 

“Few of the transportation companies 
to-day are controlled by their original 
owners. A case in point is, that of the 
Metropolitan Street Railway, which, with 
the Union Railway and the Third Avenue, 
has passéd into the control of the Inter- 
urban Company, of the details of which 
we know nothing. A case still more in 
point is the passing of the Brooklyn City 
Railway, a most prosperous corporation, 
first into the hands of the Brooklyn Heights 
Company, which operated less than a half- 
mile of road, and then into the hands of 
the Brooklyn Rapid Transit Company, a 
corporation with more capital stock than 
capital.” 

An amendment to the franchise to carry 
out the Mayor's idea was decided upon, 
and several other suggestions also were 
adopted. The matter camé up on the re- 
port of a committee, which recommended 
the granting of the franchise according to 
the contract which had been prepared. 
The financial terms of the agreement have 
been substantially stated heretofore. 

Clauses of the contract were amended 80 
that the trolley system in the tunnel can- 
not be extended without the consent of the 
Board of Aldermen, and so that the rail- 
road shall be diligently and skillfully op- 
erated with due regard to the convenience 
of the traveling public. The Mayor also 
secured the insertion of a clause giving 
the Rapid Transit Commissioners the ab- 
solute right to order, from time to time, 
such an increase of service and such an 
improvement of accommodations as it, in 
its judgment, may deem-proper. 

Appeals from such decisions on the part 
of the board may be takeh_ by the tunnel 
company to the Appellate Division ‘of the 
Supreme Court in the First Department, the 
decision of this tribunal fo be binding dn 
both parties, but on any such — the 
burden of proof must rest with the tunnel 
company if the reasonableness of the de- 
tr.and of the board is brought into question. 

It was determined to amend the proposed 
contract so as to include all these items, 
and then to bring the amended contract be- 
fore the next meeting, so that it can be 
roved at that time. 
he other business of @&he day included 
the granting of permits to the Interborough 
Company to connect the Third Avenue ele- 
vated road with the Bronx portion of the 
subway, subject to the consent of the 
Mayor, of the Board of Aldermen, and of a 
majority of the preperty owners along 
the line, August Belmont, President of the 
Interborough Company, offered one fare for 
the entire length of the line, elevated and 
subway, from Bronx Park to the City Hall 
or Battery. 

A permit also was granted to enable the 
same company to construct a branch from 
the west side of the subway to the Fort 
Lee ferryhouse, the line to run over Man- 
hattan Street. 

Edward M. Shepard and A. B, Boardman, 
counsel for the commission, presented a 
written opinion to the board to the effect 
that John B. McDonald, contractor on the 
subway, is responsible for all the damage 
done along the line of the work. This was 
in reply to the contention made by Mr. 
McDonald at the last meeting that the city 
was responsible for the damage caused 
by the caving in on Park Avenue, 

The Board passed upon the requisitions 
of Contractor McDonald for the subway 
work during June, the amount being $491,- 
000, much below the normal. 

A request was submitted to the board, in 
the interests of the John Wanamaker store, 
to the effect that an arcade be constructed 
through the basement of the new store from 
the Eighth Street Station on the rapid 
transit subway, down Fourth Avenue, 
through to Broadway. It was intended to 
connect the store with a passageway, but 
the store management now desires to have 
it in the form of an arcade running through 
to Broadway. The matter will be consid- 
ered at a later meeting.

Seceding Greek Congregation of Passaic 
Not Recognized by Bishop O’Connor. 


PASSAIC, N. J., July 16.—Bishop J. J. 
O’Connor of the Roman Catholic diocese of 
Newark has placed a ban upon the Greek 
Rite Catholic Church of this city known 


as Sts. Peter and Paul's. He declares that 
its pastor and congregation do not come 
under his jurisdiction. 

The congregation broke away a year ago 
from St. Michael's Greek Church, which is 
recognized by the Bishop, because of social 
and business differences. Attached to the 
parent church is the Society of St. Michael 
the Archangel, a benevolent organization 
which pays a death benefit of $600 upon 
death. Many members of the new church 
are members of the society. 

At a meeting of the society on Tuesday 
night it was found that the constitution re- 
quired all members to be in good standing 
in the Catholic Church. ‘The majority 
raised the point that the members of the 
seceding congregation who were in the so- 
ciety were not in good standing, and it was 
moved to expel them. To make sure of the 
ground the officers of the society appealed 
to Bishop O'Connor for a ruling, and the 
Bishop replied that the church, not being 
under his jurisdiction, is not acknowledged 
as a church, 

The Rev. Father Zolosin, the rector of 
the new church, when told to-night of the 
ruling of the Bishop, refused to discuss the 
matter beyond saying that the church still 
considered itself Catholic. He will proba- 
bly appeal to the Archbishop or to the 
Papal Delegate’ at Washington.

AMERICANS IN RUSSIAN JAIL. 


Three Americans Locked Up at Vladi- 
vostok for Alleged Sealing Ap- 
peal for Aid. 


SAN RAFAEL, Cal., July 16.—George Mc- 
Camish, who is in a Russian prison at 
Viadivostok, writes to his relatives in this 
city appealing for help. Although the let- 
ter was mailed six weeks ago, it has just 
reached here. McCamish and two other 
Americans sailed from Yokohama, with per- 
mission from the Government of Japan to 
hunt fur animals in the Kurrie Islands. 
They were caught in a gale and swept 
toward the Russian islands, where they 
eventually went ashore to get water and 
other supplies, .

Knapp has spent two-thirds of his life 
in prison, but for the five murders to 
which he confessed he had gone unsus- 

ected until a tew unguarded words he let 
sro. set the law — him. 

For years he had been a strangler, he 
admitted, pouncing upon innocent children 
and ¢hoking them to death. He was twice 
in States prison for fiendish assaults upon 
women. 

Insanity was the only defense made by 
his relatives and attorneys. All of his 
victims were strangled.

MISSING MAN TELEGRAPHS 


Complications in Mysterious Ab- 
sence of John L. Russell. 


Wife Says She Received Dispatch from 
Texas — Thinks Hysband’s Friend 
Responsible for His Actions. 


The mystery surrounding ‘the disappear- 
ance of John L. Russell, Secretary and 
Treasurer of’ the Journeay & Burnham 
Company of Brooklyn is developing compli- 
cations. A confusion of theories as to the 
cause for his strange absence gxists among 
his friends and relatives, and no one ap- 
pears to have a very clear idea as to just 
what has happened to him. Mrs: Russell, 
wife of the missing man, has several rather 
interesting and somewhat mysterious no- 
tions as to the matter. Two telegrams re- 


ceived yesterday added to the perplexity of. 


those interested. 

One of the dispatches was received by 
Mrs. Russell at her home, 100 Lincoln 
Place, last evening. According to her,. it 
read as follows: 


Am in Texas. Will be home Monday. 
“ JOHN. 


Mrs. Russell said that she had given the 
telegram to ‘“a man who would investigate 
it.’ She had not noticed, she said, where 
the dispatch had been sent from. 

“Was it from Texas?" she was asked. 

“*I don't know; I didn’t look,” she replied. 

Mrs, Russell said that she did not know 
whether the telegram was from her hus- 
band or not. She didn’t know exactly what 
to think of it, 

“But whether it is or ts not from him,’ 
she added, ‘‘I feel sure that he will be 
back again soon, There is something very 
mysterious in all this, and I cant under- 
stand it. But I shall learn the tru Iam 
sure that my husband is not absen of his 
own free will, It may be that he was taken 
ill and wandered on board some steamer 
which has taken him away, but I have an- 
other theory. It is that he is being kept 
from me by some one who desires to do me 
an injury. 

“I know a man, an old friend of Mr. Rus- 
sell’s, who I think knows where my hus- 
band is.. He will not tell me, however... I 
saw him and asked him to act the part of 
a man and place me in communication with 
my husband, but I got no satisfaction from 
him. No, I will not divulge this man's 


name; at least not now. But if I find that 
he is responsible I will say some interesting 
things. 

*T do not say that my husband is being 
kept actually a prisoner, but he is being 
kept away, just the same. When I saw 
this man speak ,of he merely said that 
he believed my husband was* safe and that 
I had better stop making a fuss about it 
and not talk to the newspapers. I shall 
keep after this man, and those who are 
working with me to find my husband will 
also keep after him.” 

“If, as you believe, this man is keeping 
your husband away, what do you suppose 
s his motive?’ was asked. 

“That is a strange part of the matter,” 
was the reply. “I can’t say what his mo- 
tive is." 

The other telegram mentioned was re- 
ceived yesterday by a member of _ the 
Journeay & Burnham Company. When 
Hugh Boyd, President of the company, was 
questioned about this last night he de- 
clined to discuss the matter. 

“Did you receive a telegram from Mr. 
Russell to-day!’ he was asked, 

“We received a telegram,’ he replied,

Before his departure Senator Lodge gave 
to The Associated Press a statement con- 
cerning his conference with the President.

“We discussed,” said Senator Lodge, “a, 
variety of topics, including the work of the 
Alaskan Boundary Commission, which is 
to begin in London early in September.

CENTRAL SUES FOR LAND. 


Railroad Goes to Court to Get Additional 
Ground for Change of Roadbed 
at Garrison’s.

TRANSIT. BOARD. LIMITS . | 
SALE OF A FRANCHISE 


Veto Power to City Placed in Con- 
tract for a Tunnel. 


Other Changes Made—Connection of 
Subway Line and Elevated Ap- 


proved——Damages in Park 
Avenue, 


During the consideration of the pro- 
posed franchise to the Hudson and Man- 
hattan Railroad Company for a tunnel un- 
der the North River, connecting Jersey 
City with Manhattanat Courtlandt Street, 
by the Rapid Transit Commission yester- 
day, Mayor Low took a@ determined stand 
against permitting the sale of the property 
by the company, when the franchise is 
granted, except with the approval of the 
Board of Estimate and of the Board of 
Aldermen, as well as of the Rapid Transit 
Commissioners, 

‘‘Matters of this kind ar® of the most 
vital interest to the people,” declared the 
Mayor, “‘and properties of this sort should 

ot be sold or leased without the full con- 
sent of the city’s proper officials. The 
city should have something to say in this 
matter, as it has in the Pennsylvania tun- 
nel, and in the event of like action by the 
Interborough Company. 

“Few of the transportation companies 
to-day are controlled by their original 
owners. A case in point is, that of the 
Metropolitan Street Railway, which, with 
the Union Railway and the Third Avenue, 
has passed into the control of the Inter- 
urban Company, of the details of which 
we know nothing. A case still more in 
point is the passing of the Brooklyn City 
Railway, a most prosperous corporation, 
first into the hands of the Brooklyn Heights 
Company, which operated less than a half- 
mile of road, and then into the hands of 
the Brooklyn Rapid Transit Company, a 


corporation with more capital stock than 
capital.” 

An amendment to the franchise to carry 
out the Mayor's idea was decided upon, 
and several other suggestions also were 
adopted. The matter camé up on the re- 
port of a committee, which recommended 
the granting of the franchise according to 
the contract which had been prepared, 
The financial terms of the agreement have 
been substantially stated heretofore. 

Clauses of the contract were amended so 
that the trolley system in the tunnel can- 
not be extended without the consent of the 
Board of Aldermen, and so that the rail- 
road shall be diligently and skillfully op- 
erated with due regard to the convenience 
of the traveling public. The Mayor also 
secured the insertion of a clause giving 
the Rapid Transit Commissioners the ab- 
solute right to order, from time to time, 
such an increase of service and such an 
improvement of accommodations as it, in 
its Judgment, may deem-proper. 

Appeals from such decisions on the part 
of the board may be taken by the tunnel 
company to the Appellate Division ‘of the 
Supreme Court in the First Department, the 
decision of this tribunal fo be binding an 
both parties, but on any such “pews the 
burden of proof must rest with the tunnel 
company if the reasonableness of the de- 
mand of the board is brought into question, 

It was determined to amend the proposed 
contract so as to include all these items, 
and then to bring the amended contract be- 
fore the next meeting, so that it can be 
approved at that time. 

he other business of @he day included 
the granting of permits to the Interborough 
Company to connect the Third Avenue ele- 
vated road with the Bronx portion“of the 
subway, subject to the consent of the 
Mayor, of the Board of Aldermen, and of a 
majority of the property owners along 
the line, August Belmont, President of the 
Interborough Company, offered one fare for 
the entire length of the line, elevated and 
subway, from Bronx Park to the City Hall 
or Battery. 

A permit also was granted to enable the 
same company to construct a branch from 
the west side of the subway to the Fort 
Lee ferryhouse, the line to run over Man- 
hattan Street. 

Edward M. Shepard and A. B, Boardman, 
counsel for the commission, presented a 
written opinion to the board to the effect 
that John B. McDonald, contractor on the 
subway, is responsible for all the damage 
done along the line of the work. This was 
in reply to the contention made by Mr. 
McDonald at the last meeting that the city 
was responsible for the damage caused 
by the caving in on Park Avenue, 

The Board passed upon the requisitions 
of Contractor McDonald for the subway 
work during June, the amount being $491,- 
000, much below the normal. 

A request was submitted to the board, in 
the interests of the John Wanamaker store, 
to the effect that an arcade be constructed 
through the basement of the new store from 
the Eighth Street Station on the rapid 
transit subway, down Fourth Avenue, 
through to Broadway. It was intended to 
connect the store with a passageway, but 
the store management now desires to have 
it in the form of an arcade running through 
to Broadway. The matter will be consid- 
ered at a later meeting. 


CHURCH PUT UNDER A BAN. 


Seceding Greek Congregation of Passaic 
Not Recognized by Bishop O’Connor. 


PASSAIC, N. J., July 16.—Bishop J. J. 
O'Connor of the Roman Catholic diocese of 
Newark has placed a ban upon the Greek 
Rite Catholic Church of this city known 


as Sts. Peter and Paul's. He declares that 
its pastor and. congregation do not come 
under his jurisdiction. 

The congregation broke away a year ago 
from St. Michael's Greek Church, which is 
recognized by the Bishop, because of social 
and business differences. Attached to the 
parent church is the Society of St. Michael 
the Archangel, a benevolent organization 
which pays a death benefit of $600 upon 
death. Many members of the new church 
are members of the society. 

At a meeting of the society on Tuesday 
night it was found that the constitution re- 
quired all members to be in good standing 
in the Catholic Church. “The majority 
raised the point that the members of the 
seceding congregation who were in the so- 
ciety were not in good standing, and it was 
moved to expel them. To make sure of the 
ground the officers of the society appealed 
to Bishop O’Connor for a ruling, and the 
Bishop replied that the church, not being 
under his jurisdiction, is not acknowledged 
as a church. 

The Rev. Father Zolosin, the rector of 
the new church, when told to-night of the 
ruling of the Bishop, refused to discuss the 
matter beyond saying that the church still 
considered itself Catholic. He will proba- 
bly appeal tothe Archbishop or to the 
Papal Delegate’at Washington.

MISSING MAN TELEGRAPHS 


Complications: in Mysterious Ab- 
sence of John L. Russell. 


Wife Says She Received Dispatch from 
Texas — Thinks Husband's Friend 
Responsible for His Actions. 


The mystery surrounding ‘the disappear- 
ance of John L. Russell, Secretary and 
Treasurer of’ the Journeay & Burnham 
Company of Brooklyn is developing compli- 
cations. A confusion of theories as to the 
cause for his strange absence gxists among 
his friends and relatives, and no one ap- 
pears to have a very clear idea as to just 
what has happened to him. Mrs. Russell, 
wife of the missing man, has several rather 
interesting and somewhat mysterious no- 
tions as to the matter. Two telegrams re- 


ceived yesterday ‘added to the perplexity of. 


those interested. 

One of the dispatches was received by 
Mrs. Russell at her home, 100 Lincoln 
Place, last evening. According to her, it 
read as follows: 

Am in Texas, Will be home Monday. 

: JOHN. 

Mrs. Russell said that she had given the 
telegram to ‘“a man who would investigate 
it.” She had not noticed, she said, where 
the dispatch had been sent from. 

“Was it from Texas?” she was asked. 

“I don't know; I didn’t look,” she replied. 

Mrs. Russell said that she did not know 
whether the telegram was from her hus- 
band or not. She didn’t know exactly what 
to think of it, 

“But whether it is or is not from him,” 
she added, ‘‘I feel sure that he will be 
back again soon, There is something very 
mysterious in all this, and I cannot under- 
stand it. But I shall learn the truth. I am 
sure that my husband is not absent of his 
own free will. It may be that he was taken 
ill and wandered on board some steamer 
which has taken him away, but I have an- 
other theory. It is that he is being kept 
from me by some one who desires to do me 
an Injury. 

“I know a man, an old friend of Mr. Rus- 
sell’s, who I think knows where my hus- 
band is.. He will not tell me, however.. [ 
saw him and asked him to act the part of 
@& man and place me in communication with 
my husband, but I got no satisfaction from 
him. No, I will not divulge this man’s 


name; at least not now. But if I find that 
he Is responsible I will say some interesting 
things. 

“} do net say that my husband Is being 
kept actually a prisoner, but he is being 
Sept away, just the same. When I[ saw 
this man speak ,of he merely said that 
he believed my husband was‘ safe and that 
I had better stop making a fuss about it 
and not talk to the newspapers. I shall 
keep after this man, and those who are 
working with me to find my husband will 
also keep after him.” 

“Tf, as you believe, this man is keeping 
your husband away, what do you suppose 
s his motive?” was asked, 

“That is a strange part of the matter,” 
wes ep reply. “‘I can’t say what his mo- 
tive is.” 

The other telegram mentioned was re- 
ceived yesterday by a member of_ the 
Journeay & Burnham Company. When 
Hugh Boyd, President of the company, was 
questioned about this last night he de- 
clined to discuss the matter. 

“Did you receive a telegram from Mr. 
Russell to-day! ’’ he was asked, 

“We received a telegram,’’ he replied, 
"but you will have to excuse me from 
taiking about the matter. It would be bet- 
ter to let it drop.’’

“The Negro in Business,” the Subject 
of an Interesting Addrese—Col- 
ored Working Girls.

HAMPTON, Va., July 16.—The Hampton 
Negro Conference at its second day's ses- 
sion took up this morning the subject of 
education where it was last night when 
Mr. W. T. B, Williams had finished his 
valuable and comprehensive report on rural 
schools. 

The subject was conceded by the whole 
conference to be of the greatest Importance, 
especially in view of the apparent falling 
off on the part of local school boards since 
the adoption of the new State Constitutions, 

Mr. Williams's report was discussed vy 
Prof. J. H,. Johnson of the Petersburg In- 
dustrial Institute, Dr. J. O. Spencer of Mor- 
gan Aollege, Baltimore; Dr. D. J. Sanders 
of Biddle University, Prof. J, M. Colson of 
the Virginia Collegiate Institute, and others, 

“The Negro in Business’’ was the sub- 


ject of an address of W. P. Pettiford, who 
as President of a savings bank in Birm- 
inghanf, Ala., has had unusual opportuni- 
ties for the observation of the spread of 
business enterprises among the colored peo- 
le. He was followed by the Rev. J. E. 

ooreland of Washington, D. C., who pre- 
sented the report of the Committee on Re- 
ligion and Ethics, under which head were 
considered the tendency of the times in re- 
gard to religious worship, the status of 
the habits of intemperance and other allied 
subjects. ° 

In the ¢vening Mrs. Fannie Barrie Will- 
iams of Chicago, who has devoted herself 
to the cause of the colored working girls 
of that city, gave a talk on problem of em- 
ployment for colored women, illustrating 
the obstacles which such women encounter 
and pointing out the means for overcoming 
some of them.

“The officers of the company,” sald 
Alderman Bennett, “have informed me 
that they intend to make it their first 
business after finishing the down-town dis- 
trict to push a trunk tunnety 12 by 14 feet, 
straight to the Stickney tract. I do not 
understand all their,plans in connection 
with that tract, but I am told that big 
warehouses will bé built there for the ac- 
ecmmodations of freight, and that it is to 
become the great clearing place for mer- 
chandise. handled -by several railroads.” 

Under the guidance of A. B. Stickney, a 
most ambitious plan has been worked out 
on the tract, which is on a line with Sixty- 
seventh Street, just west of the city. Here 
will be a freight yard, warehouses, and 
gravity switch accommodations for no less 
than twenty-three railroads. 

Already<100 miles of track has been laid 
in the yards ready tohandle 7,000 cars 
daily. 

The yards connect with the Western In- 
diana Railroad, over whose right of\ way 
nine railroads come into Chicago, and with 
the two big belt lines, the Chicago Terminal 


Transfer Company and the Chicago Junc- 
tion Railway. 

_Back of the Stickney project are Marshall 

| Field, H. H. Porter, D. O. Mills, and Presi- 
den: Harahan of the Illinois Central among 
others. 

Three companies, duly chartered, will look 
after business here. They are: The Chi- 
cago Union Transfer Railway Company, 
The Chicago Transfer Clearing Company, 

' and the National Warehouse and Transfer 
Company. As this tunnel will be connect- 
ed with the basements of the mercantile 
houses of Chicago, freight could be brought 
to the Stickney yards, transferred to the 
tunnel cars, and shot straight to its desti- 
nation.

CAPT. FLOOD EXONERATED. 


Deputy Police Commissioner Piper Says’ 
Alleged Neglect of Duty Was 
Simply Bad Judgment. 


In a decision made yesterday Deputy Po- 
lice Commissioner Piper dismissed. the 
charges of neglect of duty made against 
Police Captain John F. Flood by the Park- 
hurst society. 

The charges against the police official 
grew out of a raid made on an alleged dis- 
orderly house at 148 West Thirty-third 
Street fn the Summer of 1901.

Preeinct from Aprit 8 to Aug. 9, 1900, but 
that during that time he was absent on 
vacation twenty days. The evidence fur- 
ther shows that undoubtedly.a disorderly 
house was maintained at 148 West Thirty- 
third Street. 4 

“Very soon after Capt. Flood was placed 
in command of the precinct he received in- 
formation. from the Society for che Pre- 
vention of Crime that a disorderly housé 
existed at‘the place above referred to. He 
detailed certain officers especially to look 
out for this house and took such steps as 
he thought were necessary to abate the 
nuisance. 

“ That he did not do everything that was 
possible to be done Is evident from the fact 
that the soclety agents were able to get 
into the house, whereas his own men con- 
tinually reported to him that they could 
obtain no evidence against the housé. Capt. 
Ficod was in error in mitting himself 
to be persuaded that the reports of his 
special officers were true, and I believe 
that his failure to suppress this house was 
due to misinformation furnished him and 
through bad judgment rather than through 
deliberate tntention.”’

When Mr. Dill’s firm drew the papers it 
‘was planned to have the concern follow the 
lines of the New York and New Jersey 
Trost ar eH After the charter had 
been granted, Imboden, who attended the 
meetings of the proposed: Directors by. cour- 
tesy, began throwing out hints of an ex- 
tension of the .plan,. so as to have the 
banks and trust companies to be controlled 
buy each other's stock around a circle and 
exchange deposits.

Those for the Department of the Lakes 
to be Held at West Point, Ky. 


WASHINGTON, July 16.—Secretary Root 
announced to-night that he had approved 
the recommendation of the General Staff 
Board of the army that military manoeu- 
vres for the.

CUBA RATIFIES TREATIES. 
Convéeritions Relating to Naval Stations 


and Isle of Pines Approved 
by Senate. 


HAVANA, July 16.—The Senate to-day 
ratified all the treaties with the United 
States excepting the Platt amendment 
treaty. 

The Foreign Relations Committee has 
not yet prepared its report on the perma- 
nent treaty, but doubtless will do so before 
the adjournment of the present session of 
Congress, which will be next Saturday. It 
is of no conseqtience to United States in- 
terests whether or not the latter treaty is 
ratified. The fact of securing the naval 
stations completes all that the United 
States has been desirous of obtaining. The 
Isle of Pines treaty and the permanent 
treaty were both carried out on the initia- 
tive of Cuba.

WASHINGTON, July 16.—The 
ratified at Havana to-day between Cuba 
and the United States relate to the Isle 
of Pines and the granting of coaling sta- 
tions to the United States. The two 
coaling stations are at Guantanamo 
and Bahia ~ Honda. The United States 
is to pay. the sum of $2,000 annually 
in gold coin to Cuba as rental, and also to 
reimburse Cuba for all private lands and 
other real property comprised in the areas 


set apart for the stations. The areas are 
to be surveyed and clearly marked by per- 
manent inclosures at the expense of the 
United States.

The treaty. relating to the Isle of Pines, 


which. was omitted from the boundaries of 
Cuba when the United States abandoned 
its occupation of the island and turned the 
Government over to the Cuban people, re- 
linquishes on the part of the United States 
all claim of title to the island in consid. 
eration of the concessions of coaling and 
naval stations provided for in the treaty 
in relation to those stations. The ratifica- 
tions of both these treaties are to be ex- 
changed at Washington. 

These two treaties are made in pursu- 
ance of Sections 6 and 7 of the Platt 
amendment, which has been made part 
of the Constitution of Cuba. - Under the 
Platt Amendment there remains to be ne- 
gotiated a treaty providing: 

First—That Cuba will never enter into 
any treaty with any foreign power which 
wilt ‘impair the independence of the island 
nor in any manner authorize any foreign 
power to obtain for military or naval pur- 

Jodgment or control over any 
part thereof. 

Second—That Cuba will not assume or 
contract any public debt which cannot be 
taken care of by the ordinary revenues of 
the island after defraying current expenses 
of_the Government. 

Third—That Cuba consents that the 
United States may exercise the right to in- 
tervene for the preservation of Cuban in- 
dependence and the maintenance of a Gov- 
ernment adequate for the protection of 
life, property, and individual liberty. 

Fourth—That. Cuba will execute and ex- 
tend the plans devised, or other plans that 
may be mutually agreed upon, for the 
sanitation of the cities of the island. 


FAVORS OLD SOLDIERS. 


President Roosevelt’s New Civil Service 
Order Will Help Veterans to Places.

WASHINGTON,July 16.—The President 
has modified the civil service regulations 
in.’ regard to the age limitation for the 
admission of 614 soldiers to the civil ser- 
vice. The limitation is placed at 56 years 
in the regulations and in consequence it 
has been impossible for veterans of the 
civil. war to get an appointment on the 
laborers’ rolls, as the rating for age practi- 
cally disqualified them, the handicap for 
a man of 56 years of age being about 
eighteen points. - 

This. exception of veteran soldiers from 
the age limitation was brought about 
through the efforts of Judge Kimball, the 
Commander of the Department of the Po- 
tomac, Grand«Army, who: pointed out to 
the President that the civil service. order 
establishing a registry list for laborers ef-

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THE OPEN DOOR IN MANCHURIA. 

The announcement, officially given out 
by the State Department, that China has 
agreed to open two new Manchurian 
ports to foreign trade, and that Russia 
does not object, seems, at the first 
glance, much too good to be true. That 
Russia dominates China, by dominating 
those curious statesmen and patriots 
whom China puts in charge of her af- 
fairs, has come to be almost a diplomatic 
axiom. That Russia’s interests are in 
the direction of an absorption of Man- 
churia is not so self-evident. But that, 
even supposing Russia to confine her 
aspirations in Manchuria to the “ right of 
way” of her Trans-Siberian Railway, 
she was interested in the building up of 
her particular terminal of Dalny, to the 
exclusion of any other Chinese treaty 
ports, old or new—this seemed to be quite 
a foregone conclusion. And the semi-of- 
ficially reported acquiescence of Russia 
in the opening of additional treaty ports, 
after her virtual closure of the “Ameri- 
can” port of Niu-Chwang, and after 
Russian declarations to the contrary, is 
really a staggering announcement. And 
yet our confidence in our own State De- 
partment makes us believe that the an- 
mouncement is ‘“‘ founded,” or it would 
not be made. How has this gratifying 
and unexpected state of things been 
brought about? 

Whatever effect toward bringing it 
about may have been exerted by the An- 
glo-Japanese understanding, with the ob- 
jects of which we so entirely sympathize, 
though a wise tradition has prevented 
our joining it, we should say that the 
principal factor in the result has been 
the action of the State Department of the 
United States. How the head of that de- 
partment reconciles his insistence upon 
“a fair field and no favor” in the Far 
East with the tightening and heighten- 
ing of the tariff wall here at home is a 
curious question with which we are not 
just now concerned. The plain fact is 
that, since the advent of Secretary Hay 
to the headship of the State Department, 
we have been standing for the principle 
of the “open door” in the Far Hast. We 
have been standing for it even since its 
author, Great Britain, abandoned it, and 
indicated a willingness to take, as an 
alternative to it, an exclusive British 
“sphere of influence” in the valley of 
the Yang-tse. And we have been keep- 
ing up, upon Russia in Manchuria, the 
game kind of gentle, but steady and per- 
sistent, pressure that we kept up upon 
Turkey in the matter of the indemnity, 
until Turkey “‘ saved her face’’ by order- 
ing the battleship which, on Turkish 
principles of administration, would have 
furnished stealings enough to pay the 
indemnity several times over. As to Tur- 
key and as to Russia, as it now appears, 
we are in the position of that importu- 
nate widow in the Scriptures who be- 
sieged the unjust Judge until, although 
he feared not Gop nor regarded man, 
he really had to give the woman her 
money, “‘ because of her importunity.” 

Our importunity, in the case of Russia, 
began with that memorable telegraphic 
circular to the representatives of the 
United States to all the Powers, sent out 
from the State Department under the 
date of March 1, 1901, transmitting the 
department’s memorandum to the Chi- 
nese Minister at Washington, and thus 
conceived: 


It would be unwise and dangerous in the 
extreme for China to make any afrange- 
ment or to consider any proposition of a 
private nature involving any surrender of 
' territory or financial obligations by con- 
vention with any particular Power; and the 
Government of the United States, aiming 
solely at the preservation of China from 
the danger indicated and the conservation 
of the largest and most beneficial relations 
between the empire and other countries, in 
accordance with the principles set forth in 
its circtilar note of July 8, 1900, and in a 
purely friendly spirit toward the Chinese 
Empire and all the Powers now interested 
in the negotiations, desires to express its 
sense of the impropriety of, inexpediency, 
and @ven extreme danger to the interests 
of China of considering any private terri- 
torial or financial errangements, at least 
without the full knowledge and approval 
of all the Powers now engaged in nego- 
tiation. 


Any Power which assented to, or which 
aia not dissent from, this view of the 
policy of all was in a manner bound by 
it. At least it was so far bound that any 
step it took in violation of this principle 
could thereupon become a matter of 
diplomatic “ nagging.” Without knowing 
anything about it, we may be fairly sure 
that this nagging has been kept up ever 
since, at every new action upon the part 
of Russia looking to the aggrandizement 


pf her possessions in Manchuria in point. 


of area, or to their extension in respect 
to duration. It seems that Russia has 
at last been wearied into doing justice 
because of our importunity; that she has 
become tired of being called to fresh ac- 
count for every fresh violation of the 
principles of this memorandum and of 
being required to explain her successive 
breaches of faith. 

Probably nobody believes that, without 
further pressure, Russia will in good 
faith keep the agreément which it ap- 
Pears she has thus been pressed into 
making because she was weary of being 
reminded of her perfidies. But, at least, 
her ostensible withdrawal from her op- 
position to the opening of new treaty 
ports in Manchuria enables new and an- 
noying pressure to be brought to bear 
upon her, and greatly hampers, and, if 
the word may pass, difficilitates her con- 
tinuance of the policy she has heretofore 
pursued in Manchuria. No aspect of the 
present agreement presents itself to us in 
which it can be construed otherwise than 
as a diplomatic victory for the State De- 
partment of the United States. 


FAILURES AND THE BUSINESS SIT- 
UATION. 

Those who are watching with appre- 
hension the fluctuation of stock prices 
in Wall Street may take heart of 
grace from the fact that nothing in 
the statistics of business failures casts 
an unfavorable light upon the cred- 
it situation or warrants anxiety. Dur- 
ing the six months ended with June, 
the number of failures was 477 less than 
for the same period of 1902, and 680 less 
than for the same period of 1901. The 
total of liabilities involved is $3,304,000 
greater for the first half of the year 
than for the first half of last year, but 
these were nearly $6,000,000 less than for 
the first half of 1901. 


There aré a good many reasons for this 
apparent soundness in the general busi- 
ness situation, but its principal signifi- 
cance is that what is now happening in 
Wall Street does not involve commercial 
business, and that it does not represent 
any shrinkage of intrinsic values or un- 
settle the prices of commodities. The dis- 
sociation of speculative and legitimate 
business seems to be more complete than 
formerly, and while it is so a great deal 
may happen in Wall Street which is not 
reflected in the productive and distribu- 
tive industries and fails to affect unfav- 
orably the interests of the masses of the 
people. 


ROGUES’ GALLERY LAW. 

Mr. RoLanp B. MoLinevx has rightly 
and justly declined to accept Justice 
Howarp’s denial of his application to 
have his photograph and measurements 
removed from the Bertillon records of 
the State Prison Department. The “ Ber- 
tillon records” is a euphemism for the 
Rogues’ Gallery, where the photograph 
and measurements in question were 
placed at the time Mr. Mo.ineux was 
under indictment for the murder of Mrs. 
ApAMs. Having been acquitted by a 
jury of his peers, Mr. Mouingux sought 
to have his identifying likeness and 
measurements taken out of the coljection 
of the Prison Department.’ His applica- 
tion was denied by Judge Howarp, on 


; the ground, we believe, that a mandamus 


would not run for such a purpose against 
the Prison Department. 

Whatever may be the proper way for 
Mr. MOLINEUx to go about getting his 
remedy, a remedy he is entitled to; for 
he suffers a wrong and outrage, need- 
less wrong and outrage, which no man 
should put up with. It would have been 
edifying if Justice Howarp had felt free 
to cut his way through some of the 
moldering obstacles of legal form and at 
once give the applicant his redress. 


Nobody but an imbecile would advance 
and none but a paretic approve the prop- 
osition that the safety of society re- 
quires the retention in the prison records 
of Mr. MOLINEUx’s photograph and meas- 
urements. From the moment of his ac- 
quittal he was innocent in the eyes of 
the law, and the keeper of the Rogues’ 
Gallery thereafter had no more right to 
his personal records than he would have 
to the photograph and the measurements 
of any other person not under indict- 
ment. The Rogues’ Gallery is for offend- 
ers against the law, for the guilty, and 
for one reason or another the District 
Attorney's office and the police have 
failed to discover the person guilty of 
the murder of Mrs. Apams. The fact that 
in attempting to find the murderer they 
made a dreadful mess of the business is 
no warrant for putting this continuing 
outrage upon the victim of their blunder- 
ing. 

It is not the individual case but the 
general principle that is important. That 
principle, the principle that the Prison 
Department has no right to put the 
Rogues’ Gallery stigma upon innocent 
men, is important enough to receive the 
serious attention of the courts. It would 
be better to do a little violence to some 
wretched superstition of the law rather 
than to permit so flagrant an invasion 
of the rights of the citizen. 


VALUE, 

The word value has always been a dif- 
ficult one to define—not that a definition 
could not be found for it, but that out 
of fifty or a hundred definitions which 
the political economists have invented, no 
one seems to fit all the conditions. An 
illustration of how this difficulty has 
arisen was furnished in court on Wednes- 
day, when a woman, arrested on suspi- 
cion of shopping more to her own ad- 
vantage than that of the merchants 
whose establishments she patronized, of- 
fered her baby as bail for her appearance 
when summoned for examination. It 
might very well be that the baby in 
question was the most valuable posses- 
sion of the woman offering it, a treastire 
beyond all appraisement and worth more 
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to her than would be the entire capital- 
ization of the United States Steel Cor- 
poration, represented by a certified 
check. Here was one standard of value. 
The court officer to whom the baby was 
offered does not seem to have considered 
it as of any value at all, and not only 
would not accept it as bail, but would 
not take it as a gift. Here was another 
standard of value applicable to the same 
object. Obviously, value is a relative 
term and depends for its meaning largely 
upon “ the point of view.’"’ There are cir- 
cumstances in which one requiring to 
give bail would sooner pledge every 
earthly possession than part with his or 
her baby for an hour; equally, it might 
happen that a baby would be regarded 
by a Magistrate as the one safe bail bond 
which could be accepted. Conversely, 
there are circumstances in which a pris- 
oner would rather pledge a baby than 
not, and in which it could not possibly 
be regarded as good security for his or 
her appearance. As the same might be 
true of any asset, so to speak, it is clear 
that value means one thing at one time 
and under one set of conditions, and 
something very different at another time 
and under different conditions. 


RIFLE SHOOTING. 

The winning of the Palma Trophy in 
England by the American team is a most 
gratifying proof of the extent to which 
military marksmanship is cultivated in 
the National Guard of this country. 
Three States were represented by the 
marksmen, undoubtedly the three in 
which the National Guard is most effi- 
cient, with the exception of Pennsylva- 
nia. It is a pity that some militiaman 
from that State should not have quali- 
fied, as no doubt there were many who 
could have done. But it was a victory 
distinctly for the citizen soldiery. There 
was only one professional soldier in the 
team, the representative of the Marine 
Corps. And these representatives of the 
militia of the United States have beaten 
the representatives of the United King- 
dom not only, but of the British Empire. 

It is really something to be proud of 
and encouraged about. For, unlike some 
of the earlier international contests in 
rifle shooting, it was intensely practical. 
The contest was between men armed with 
the actual weapons of their respective 
services, with rifles meant not for fancy 
work on targets, but for execution upon 
a human enemy. The fine points of de- 
termining the force and the direction of 
the wind, to which the American victory 
is largely attributed in London, are de- 
vices which have been in use in our 
service for years. In practical militar} 
marksmansHip we thus lead the world, 
or the English-speaking part of it. The 
margin is small. We would not have it 
too large. It is not large enough to dis- 
pense us from taking all means of im- 
proving our shooting. But for the pres- 
ent “’tis enough, ’twill serve.” 


Experts insist that the next step in the 
development of the modern military arm 
must be the addition to it of telescopic 
sights. This means that the weapon has 
reached such perfection that it will, if 
correctly aimed and steadily held, pretty 
infallibly kill a man further off than the 
‘man behind the gun” can see him with 
his unaided eyesight. In other words, 
target shooting at 1,000 yards by no 
means represents the promise and po- 
tency of execution of modern military 
small arms. 


THE PROTECTIONIST STYLE. 

The outbreak of Mr. CHAMBERLAIN two 
months since at Birmingham has given 
rise to an amount and variety of discus- 
sion rivaling that caused by the same 
gentleman's practical declaration of war 
upon the Boer Republic. And the pas- 
sions, especially on his side, that have 
been awakened are hardly less intense 
and their expression hardly less vocifer- 
ous. One of the most amusing features 
of the situation is the appearance in the 
press of certain professors of neo-protec- 
tionism, with a modification of the fa- 
miliar American type of doctrine, sup- 
posed to be fitted to the uses of a nation 
which has inconveniently grown enor- 
mously rich under free trade. 


In substance this doctrine is that free 
trade, under which Great Britain has ob- 
viously prospered, is an excellent policy 
within certain large aréas, including 
self-sufficing peoples, grouped according 
to race and geographical distinctions, 
but excluding the rest of the world 
which greedily tries to sell within this 
free-trade area. According to the profes- 
sors of this doctrine there is somewhere 
a mysterious limit within which it is 
profitable to buy and sell freely among 
the occupants of the delimited territory, 
but outside of which trade is undesirable 
and even disastrous, Now it is to be ex- 
pected that the maintenance of this curi- 
ously arbitrary line of argument should 
require a style of its own. The usual 
qualities of exposition and inference— 
clearness, order, simplicity, logical de- 
velopment—are not only difficult, but 
excessively embarrassing. If indulged in 
one soon butts against obstacles of fact 
and réasoning that render further ad- 
vance in the line of the theory impracti- 
cable. The style of writing in which this 
elaborately sophistical set of ideas must 
be advocated must itself be elaborate, 
with an appearance of brilllancy which 
excuses obscurity and tends to make a 
willing reader feel that the meaning, 
since it is not easily to be got at, must. be 
very deep. Here, for instance, is a pas- 
sage from a long article in The Fort- 
nightly Review, by JoHN BEATTIE Cro- 
ZIBR: 

Trade is a game of skill, not an éviscer- 
ated abstract skeleton of pedantry and the 
schools, and that in all its transactions 
whatever, whether in regard to rents, prof- 
its, and wages, or to a purely private deal, 
whether. between individuals, classes, or 
nations, he wins and takes the lion’s share 


who by skillful manoeuvring manages, ifke 
Napougon in his campaigns, to get his back 


against the wall by a larger concentra 
of effective productive force at each 


This is offered by Mr. Crozrer as a 
sample of “ what is most vital in the 


new science and art of political econ- 


omy,” all of which he says ‘‘ may be 
written on your finger nails.” The rest 
of his propositions are of much the same 
sort, So far as we can see it would be 
better for the author, instead of using 
many pages of a review to expound 
them, to ‘write them on his finger 
nails,” once for all, and then to wash his 
hands of them. It is no discovery that 
“trade is a game of skill,’ but did any 
one ever really think that it was a skel- 
eton, not to say an abstract skeleton, 
and an eviscerated one at that? Free 
traders regard trade as a more or less 
complex process of exchange by the par- 
ties to it of commodities which they re- 
spectively desire, and it is their observa- 
tion that the process is most satisfactory 
and profitable all around when the par- 
ties to it are free to manage their own 
business. There is nothing of ‘pedantry 
in that, and the schools that teach it 
best are the schools of experience in the 
factory, the wareroom, and the bank. 
We are convinced that all efforts to leg- 
islate for trade, save those which keep 
it as free as possible, either fail or are 
saved from complete failure by the 
amount of freedom that prevails in spite 
of the legislation, as in the case of the 
United States. And we expect that Mr. 
CHAMBERLAIN’S ambitious scheme, should 
it ever be adopted, will have the same

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


——Proofs of the world’s intellectual prog- 
ress are numerous, of course, and the big 
ones are noticed by everybody, but not the 
least interesting, significant, and convincing 
of these proofs are certain facts so trivial, 
at first sight, that they are apt to escape 
mention. For instance, there is nightly 
performed on one of the roof gardens just 
now a feat of what seems to be levitation 
~—a feat so extremely clever that, not many 
years ago, it would have attracted a lot of 
almost serious attention from people of in- 
telligence and information, more than a 
few of whom would have been quite ready 
at least to say that there was “ something 
very queer in ft."” Now nobody has the re- 
motest suspicion of anything in the slight- 
est degree “‘ queer,’ but, on the contrary, 
every spectator watches the trick with 
calm amusement, and never thinks of tak- 
ing his inability to explain how it is done 
as either evidence or indication that 
he is confronted by the manifestation 
of a supernatural or even of an un- 
known power. And yet, to all appear- 
ances, the absolutely impossible is per- 
formed in plain sight and close at hand. 
A woman, after undergoing a few “‘ passes” 
of the sort invented or popularized by 
Mesmer, rises into the air and remains 
there motionless, not only without any 
“visible means of support,” but after a 
closed hoop has been so moved around her 
as to seem to demonstrate beyond ques- 
tion that she rests on nothing. Miracles 
rather less than more remarkable than 
this made a worldwide reputation for 
Hovpin and earned for him the privilege of 
fairly intimate association with Kings. To- 
day the name of the performer is unknown 
outside of the narrowest circles—and they 
not royal—and ‘I wonder how he does it” 
is the most excited comment his achieve- 
ment evokes. It isn’t that we have ceased 
to be credulous—alas for Wall Street if we 
had!—but that our credulity no longer takes 
in the magician of the old-fashioned sort. 
Mrs. Eppy can fool a few of us, and Mrs, 
Piper an occasional university professor, 
but most of the ancient Gates of Delusion 
have been closed forever. 


—Despite the success of the German 
Agrarians in securing the passage of laws 
to keep foreign meats out of their country, 
they have not reaped the harvest of profit 
they expected. Prices did go up enormous- 
ly when the exclusion laws were passed, 
but they have not remained up. Instead. the 
ccnsumers, having been forced by the high 
prices to seek other food, have not yet be- 
gun to buy again, though the prices aro 
now low, and the unhappy Agrarians find 
foreign markets closed to them by laws 
passed in retaliation for those from which 
they expected so many benefits. The 
Frankfurter Zeitung describes the unhappy 
situation thus: ‘ Through the chicanery 
of the provisions of the meat-inspection 
law, through the chicanery of the measures 
enforced against foreign meat on our Ger- 
man imperial frontiers, (resorted to under 
the pretense of sanitary protection,) other 
ecuntries have been led to adopt similar 
measures against German products. Thus, 
for instance, after July 1 German meat 
products, be they Westphalian hams, 
Thuringian sausage, or Frankfort wuerst- 
chen, will no longer™be admitted into the 
United States, or only after undergoing the 
same troublesome and expensive inspection 
as that now enforced in Germany. The 
great sausage factories in Westphalia, 
which for twenty-five years have been ex- 
porting hundreds of thousands of sausages 
to the United States, are exposed to ruin, 
and the exportation of canned Frankfort 
sausages is likewise seriously threatened.” 
So the Agrarians have built their pretty 
wall, only to find that it has two sides, 
and that instead of merely keeping for- 
eign meats out of Germany, as was intend- 
ed, it also keeps the German meats in 
when they cannot be sold at home. Protec- 
tion is certainly a great scheme, especially 
when, as in this case, it is protection under 
false pretenses—pretended protection, that 
is. 


—We are utterly unable to understand 
why the people of Kansas are grieved be- 
cause we said the other day, in comment- 
ing on the fact that some college students 
and professors have gone down there to 
help get in the grain, that “they will be 
of use to the communities they visit in 
establishing new standards of refinement 
and inculeating more respect for the amen- 
ities than usually obtains among farm 
laborers.” To us that statement seemed, 
and seems, entirely harmless and entirely 
courteous, as well as entirely true, and we 
haven’t oven the beginning of any idea 
why it should be repudiated, withdrawn, or 
modified, We didn't charge or hint that 
the farm laborers of Kansas are in greater 
need of refining influences than are the 
farm laborers of other States—New York, 
for example. We know perfectly, well that 
the latter might easily change their man- 
ners for the better, and we would not 
hesitate for a moment to congratulate them 
if fortune favored them, as it has the 
Kansas harvesters, with an opportunity to 
have several weeks of close association 
with educated men more or léss familiar 
with the customs of polite society. And yet 
We learn that our well-intentionéd and 
thoroughly innocent words have “ stirred 
up n hornet’s nest” and that the Kansas 
papers are sarcastically wondering whether 
the people of that State are at last to te 
taught to wear thelr coats at table and 
occasionally to attack their food with a 
fork instead of a knife! How cruel! how 
unjust! Why, we didn’t say that the col- 
legiate harvesters wére New Yorkers, or 


si 


even natives of the North Atlantic States. 


For all we know, as many of them may 


have been born in Kansas as in any other 
part of the countr#, and if they were we 
haven't the slightest doubt of their com- 
petency to do what we prophesied they 
would do wherever they went. The thought 
that we have involuntarily given pain to 
the Kansans is hard, indeed, for us to 
™, but what can we do about it? One 
cannot ulways be smoothing down the ruf- 
fled feathers of those who see offense 
wheré none exists, or always apologizing 
to those who misunderstand the obvious. If 
the farm hands of Kansas are all Chester- 
fields, of course we were wrong, but if 
they are not, what we set down must 
stand, hornet’s nest or no hornet’s nest. 


——What, oh, what, did Archdeacon Sin- 
CLAIR mean when, in his speech encourag- 
ing the Pilgrim Club to erect in London a 
monument to GEORGE WASHINGTON, he 
said: ''I feel assured that nothing will be 
more popular in this country than such a 
tribute to that great man of English birth, 
who has done so much for the world’s his- 
tory, not only for the young Nation across 
the sea, but for Great Britain as well.” 
WASHINGTON was a great man, all right, 
and he did a lot for Great Britain, but, ac- 
cording to American records, at least. he 
wasn’t a “great man of Bnglish birth.” 
We have an idea that it was JouN Wasn- 
INGTON, who went to Virginia In 1657, who 
was of English birth, and that Jon's 
great-grandson GEORGE was an American 
of the Americans, by descent as well as by 
nativity. The Archdeacon really should be 
more careful, even in after-dinner speeches.

HOLD-UP OF THE BIG BRIDGE.

THE MOSQUITO SANITARY 
FALLACY. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

Never before have mosquitos been so out- 
numbering in the vicinity of New York 
City, in the very heart of it, (Central Park,) 
in Staten Island, New Jersey, and Long 
Island. To an extent almost beyond belief 
mosquitos have come this year, they are 
still coming, and shall continue to come 
until the first frost, and nothing else will 
kill therm. 

Everybody is complaining of the pest, and 
every, day the New York and New Jersey 
papers give ample evidence of this fact. 
And what in my opinion is worse, our pres- 
ent plague of mosquitos is most effective- 
ly contradicting the kerosene sprinkling 
process of destruction of mosquitos and 
malaria. First, because it shows that this 
little winged insect Is now as prosperous, 
healthy, and vigorous and to a considerably 
greater extent multiplying its own species 
after so many hundred thousand gallons of 
kerosene have been bought and used to 
destroy them in the New Jersey meadows 
and the neighborhood of New York City; 
second, because notwithstanding the im- 
mense increase of mosquitos this year ma- 
jarial fevers have not in equal proportion 
also increased. 

There has just returned from Cuba, ac- 
cording to the account published in a New 
York newspaper Sunday, July 5, 1908, a 
Dr. A. M. Fernandez Ybarra, who is a 
vegorous and logical opponent of the mos- 
quito being the only and exclusive means 
by which yellow fever is propagated. This 
investigator believes those who studied the 
transmission of “ yellow jack” in Cuba 
have exaggerated this method of contagion, 
and that sanitation and public health were 

aramount in the eradication of yellow 
ever from that island as well as from 
Porto Rico. 

It would be well then to hear what this 
Cuban doctor has to say on the subject of 
our present mosquito plague, the way to 
put a stop to it, and also his opinion about 
the milk of the cows fed in the New Jersey 
meadows sprinkled with kerosene oil hav- 
ing the taste of crude petroleum.

THE TIMES’S NEW BUILDING. 


From The Omaha Bee. 

The new building being erected in New 
York as the home of Tap New York Truus 
is located in the triangle bounded by Broad- 
way, Seventh Avenue, Forty-second and 
Forty-third Streets. Its construction has 
involved the solving of some architectural 
problems of an unusual character, due to 
the shape of its site, the purposes for 
which the building is to be used, and the 
providing for the passage through the base- 
ment, below the level of the street, of the 
underground rapid transit railway, with 
entrance to a passenger station for the ex- 
press trains. 

The space occupied by the building at the 
level of the street is 4.000 square feet, while 
the space at the lowest level is 16,000 square 
feet. This lowest level, which will contain 
thé press rooms, will be at a depth of fifty- 
five feet below the street, or more than 
four full stories, though the division will 
be into three. Structurally, then, the build- 
ing is to be considered as four stories, or 
fifty-five feet higher than appears from an 
exterior view, and from bedrock to summit

From The Minneapolis Tribune. 

The most ambitious recent example of 
modern architecture is the new building 
Tue New YorKx Times is about to erect 
on an irregular tract of ground embraced 
wy four streets that cross each other at 
what is called Long Acre Square. The 
building is saved from being a flatiron by 
a front on Forty-third Street that gives 
room: for only one window. The opposite 
frontage will be nearly sixty feet and the 
two long sides will be 140 feet. The build- 
ing will thus stand wholly detached, and 
the architect had an extraordinary oppor- 
tunity for a monumental effect. 

He has improved this in the most daring 
manner by giving to this distinctly utili- 


tarian building some of the forms of the 
most airy and graceful m in stone to be 
found in the Western World. Half of the 
building has the audacity to copy in steel 
and terra Cotta the forms of the lovely 
Florentine bell tower, by which Giotto’s 
name is better known than by the frescoes 
of the Paduan Arena. This tower rises 375 
feet, and is molded in tower form for about 
half its length. It is twenty-two stories 
high. The rest of the building, projectin 
from one of its sides like a truncate 
wedge, rises only sixteen stories, the lower 
twelve being treated like any other build- 
ing and the upper four molded in the forms 
of the tower. . 

The effect may be rather peculiar, if there 
should be room in this crowded part of the 
city to get far ay away to see the 
building as a whole. erhaps the architect 
does not take that into account; but has 
worked for the perspective of this beautiful 
tower, rising above all surrounding build- 
ings as well as the rest of its own and visi- 
ble to all the adjacent country for miles. 
Cass Gilbert, before he got the Custom 
House contract, designed one of the most 
beautiful office buildings in Lower New 
York in harmonious color and expressive 
forms. Some of it could be seen from City 
Hall Park; but, when it was done, it was 
discovered that the best view of all was 
from the ferryboats on the Hudson. Prob- 
ably this will be true of THE Times Build- 
ing also. 


From Newspaperdom. 

Plans of THE NEW YorK TIMEs’s new 
building, at Forty-second Street and Broad- 
way, show that it is to be the second high- 
est building in New York, and very possi- 
bly the tallest steel structure In the city, if 
measured from the bottom of the excava- 
tion, fifty-five feet’ below the street. 

From sidewalk to summit the building 


will measure 3875 feet, which is 17 feet 


lower than the Park Row Building and 27 
feet higher than the Manhattan Life In- 
surance Building. Its site will make it 
stand out and, like the Flatiron Building, 
will make it the more imposing. 

The main part of the structure is to be 
sixteen stories high, with a tower about 
fifty feet on a side on Forty-second Street, 
Broadway, and Seventh Avenue. The tower 
is to contain six floors, which, with the 
fifteenth, sixteenth, and ground floors, and 
the basement, will be occupied by the news- 
paper. The rest will be let for offices, and 
it is expected that they will be ready for 
occupancy early in April of next year. 

The materials contemplated by the design 
are a light granite for the basement and 
terra cotta for the superstructure. 

The trains of the subway will run through 
a part of the basement story of the new 
building, which fact has made necessary 
some peculiar and difficult basement exca- 
vation. As a matter of fact, the floor of 
THE TIMES pressrooms will be fifty-five 
feet below the street level, or the height of 
more than four full stories, although the 
actual division is into three. The upper- 
most of these is the tall basement of which 
the floor is at the level of the tracks, and 
which, excepting the part actually occupied 
by the subway, will be available for rental, 
the station being outside the building and 
near its southeast corner. The next, the 
first sub-basement, is ten feet in height, 
corresponding to the depth of the support- 
ing substructure of the subway, and avail- 
able for storage. The third, the second sub- 
basement, contains the pressrooms and 
boiler rooms. and their dependencies. 

The editorial offices will be in the tower, 
which, of course, will house all the require- 
ments of the editorial end. Besides the 
press and stereotyping rooms in the base- 
ment, and the publication office on the 
ground floor, the composing room evidently 
required more room on oné level than could 
be provided im the tower. It accordingly 
occupies the upper floor of the whole trian- 
gle, or. rather trapezoid, the sixteenth 
story, which is higher than the other stories 
above the ground floor. The business de- 
partment will occupy the fifteenth floor.

In the Berliner Neueste Nachrichten a 
call has been issued by Mr. Wilhelm von 
Polenz to Germans to put their best foot 
forward at the Loufsiana Purchase Exhibi- 
tion. He informs his countrymen that Ger- 
man art is hardly known over hére with 
the exception of German music. ‘ Bécklin, 
Menzel, Klinger until recently were un- 
known over there even by name. On the 
other side of the Atlantic Ocean there is 
not a single original work of German 
sculpture of any importance? * * * In 
mugeums and private galleries German 
genre is best représented at present, rarely 
landscapes, almost never portraits (!) In 
the Western Hemisphere Defregger, Gruetz- 
ner, Makart, Vautier, Fritz Kaulbach rep-. 
resent our modern painters. 
Americans have a strong and ever-increas- 
fing need for works of art. As is well 
known, they. follow after names above 
everything else when they make purchases. 
The art trade is almost entirely in the 
Arands of international agents, who draw 
their wares from London and Paris. Dur~ 
ing late years German art: was unknown; 
it was not the fashion, and in fact did not 
reach the market at all. We can fight 
against this disgraceful condition only by 
sending objects to the exhibition. The few 
good German pictures which I can recall 
over there, for example, a few Uhdes, a 


Max, a Kuhl, a Feuerbach, a couple of 


Achenbachs, were, characteristically 
enough, pictures which failed to be sold at 
exhibitions here in Germany. It should be 
the aim of German artists to indulge for 
once in actual policy, in order to conquer 
the American market for themselves. 
America is able to pay. Why not exchange 
our surplus of good art for good money? 
In Munich alone more pictures are painted 
than would supply the demand of the whole 
of Germany.” e prayer of Burns, “‘ O wad 
some power the giftie gie us to see oursen 
as ithers see us!"’ has been answered in 
the person of Herr von Polenz. He régards 
us as a young and shockingly ignorant 
folk of parvenus who have been kept from. 
the knowledge of German painting and_ 
sculpture by the wicked “ international 
agents,’’ who draw their goods from Lon- 
don and Paris. He seems unaware that 
Germans have been our oldest and most 
successful importers of pictures, and that 
no good German painter, for the past cent- 
ury, has failed to have many representa- 
tive pictures offered in New York, Phila- 
delphia, and Boston, while a host of Ameri- 
can painters have returned from Munich 
bringing with them the natural enthusiasm 
of pupils for the masters under whom they 
studied. Though from what he says he 
seems to have visited the United States, he 
does not know that Lenbach, Knaus, Mun- 
kacsy, Meyer von Bremen, Fitz von Uhde, 
and a dozen other German painters are as 
well known here as in Germany.

“Matter Settled ‘at Secretary Hay’s 
Hitherto Unexplained Call at 
the Russian Embassy. 


WASHINGTON, July 16—The Manchu- 
 yidn question has been settled, the open 
* door is assured, and the State Department, 
‘under Mr. Hay’s direction, has met with 
‘another success. China has agreed to open 
as treaty ports several ports now closed to 
the world’s trade, and Russia assents. This 
4s the formal way of putting it, but as a 
m.atter of fact the negotiations were con- 
cluded at the interview between Secretary 

‘Hay and Count Cassini at the Russian 
Embassy on June 28. To-day the matter 
is finished by the announcement of the re- 

_ eeipt of China’s promise and Russia's for- 
mal assurance. 

While the ports to be opened are not yet 
s1£cified, it is gathered from the commu- 
nications received that they are Moukden, 
the principal inland port of Manchuria, and 
Ta Tune Kao, at the mouth of the Yalu 
River. The State Department is highly 
gratified at this outcome, feeling that it 
has secured, not only for American com- 
merce, but for the commerce of the world 
at large, a very substantial gain. 

The Anterview between Secretary Hay 
and Count Cassini at the Russian Embassy 
Was held the day before the Secretary de- 
parted for Newport. The Ambassador then 
had in hand the necessary authorization 

- from his own Government to make the 
Pledges which are now in process of re- 
demption. These pledges were reduced to 
writing by Mr. Hanson, the Russian 
Chargé, during his call at the State De- 
partment to-day. 

It now remains for Minister Conger to de- 
fine in the trade treaty which he is nego- 
tiating with China the terms and condi- 
tions under which the new ports are to be 
opened. It may be stated that had the 
United States Government cared to pursue 
@ selfish policy in this matter it might 
easily have secured promises of special 
privileges from Russia, but Secretary Hay 
has held to the broader doctrine of the 
open door in Manchuria for the whole 
‘world. 


THB MEETING AT PORT ARTHUR, 


It now develops that the meeting of Rus- 
sian officials at Port Arthur, just con- 
cluded, was but one of the steps, though 
an important one, which the St. Petersburg 
Government had planned in execution of 
its purpose to place matters of internal 
administration in Manchuria in such con- 
dition that the ports desired by the United 
States and Japan could be opened to trade 
without causing disturbance or involving 
undue sacrifice of proper Russian interests. 

It already had been represented that 
much of the: friction that had grown out 
of the Manchurian question was caused 
by a sort of triple, yet independent, ad- 
ministration of affairs in Manchuria by 
representatives of different branches of 
the Russian Government. The result was 
that one official would not feel bound by 
the pledges made by another, so that for- 
eign nations complained of bad faith. It 
is understood that now, following the Port 
Arthur conference, a compact and respon- 
sible direction of affairs has been arranged 
for and orders issued from St. Petersburg 
are certain to meet with speedy and exact 
compliance. 

Although no set time is mentioned in the 
promise to open the ports, it is believed 
that this will follow soon after the Rus- 
sian evacuation in September. 

Respecting the two ports mentioned as 
likely to be opened. namely, Moukden and 
Ta Tung Keo, it may be said that both 
politically and from a trade point of view 
the latter port is apt to prove the more 
important, though ihe place Is now so little 
known that the name is not to be found 
on many of the best charts. It lies on the 
right bank of the Yalu River, not far from 
its mouth, and close to it is the Korean 
town of Weju, an important trade centre, 
which undoubtedly will prove tributary to 
the new port.

JAPAN’S FINANCIAL CONDITION. 


Large Gold Reserve—Exports and Im- 
porte Increase—Another Budget 
Dispute Expected. 


LONDON TriEs—NEw YORK TrmzEs 
Special Cablegram. 

LONDON, July 17.—The Tokio corre- 
spondent of The Times says the gold re- 
serve of the Bank of Japan is 113,000,000 
yen, (about $56,500,000.) The bank also 
holds 40,000,000 yen in gold bullion and 
foreign gold bonds. The Treasury holds 
20,000,000 yen. Thus there is 173,000,000 
yen in gold against 200,000,000 yen in 
notes, an unprecedented situation. The 
rate of interest is gradually falling, and 
new joint-stock undertakings are being 
floated. 

The foreign trade returns for the first 
half of the year show large increases 
beth in exports and imports, but there is 
an excess of imports owing to the bad 
Autumn rice crop last year. The climatic 
conditions are now favorable, and a good 
harvest is hoped for. 

A strong conflict is anticipated over 
the next budget. One party of officials 
advocates a reduction of administrative 
expenses and increased taxation, while 
others timidly advise a domestic loan for 
the naval increment. This controversy 
does not show financial weakness, but 
only a difference of opinion. 


CASTRO INSISTS ON BATTLE. 


Bolivar Garrison Offers to Surrender If 
He Will Spare Gen. Ferrara, 
but He Refuses. 


SOLEDAD, Venezuela, July 16.—The at- 
tack on Ciudad Bolivar by the Venezuelan 
Government troops was deferred at the 
request of United States Consul Henderson, 
Herr Brokmen, the German Consul, and the 
Bishop, who yesterday transmitted to Pres- 
ident Castro, through Gen. Gomez, the 
Commander in Chief of the Government 
forces, the following dispatch from Gen. 
Rolando, the rebel leader: 


“I desire to avoid shedding blood, which 
must prove sterile in view of the exception- 
al circumstances in which the revolution 
is placed. After having agitated the public 
for upward of two years, it seems that you 
have an opportunity of terminating the long 
struggle by the exercise of a little patriot- 
ism, by qrerentewns the personal liberty 
of Gen. Ferrara, who, according to Vice 
President Gomez, is the only obstacle, and 
authorizing the latter to accept a formal 
treaty instead of an unconditional surren- 
der, as he desires, which is also another ob- 
stacle. 

“The foregoing suggestion does not in 
any way involve a manifestation of weak- 
ness either on the ee of the self-denying 
and heroic army I have the honor to com- 
mand or on my part, for if, pero Nermeare a « 
we are not able to arrive at an honorable 
settlement, my army will know how to do 
its duty.

Gen. Castro replied late last night as fol- 
lows: 

“TI have received your telegram. If you 
were really an honorable and patriotic man 

ou would not have entered into this revo- 
ution of a most unjustifiable. and criminal 
nature, not only because of its entire lack 
of motive, but because of the connivance it 
has had with the enemies of the country, or, 
which is the same thing. with foreigners. 

“It seems to me to ask, under these cir- 
cumstances, that the double traitor, Fer- 
rara, be included in the exercise of mercy 
is the height of iniquity. Speakng to you 
in sincere language, so that you may rea- 
lize for all time that I prefer the triumph 
of the ideas and principles of justice, at all 
cost, guarantees cannot be granted to Fer- 
rara by one who upholds, above all else, 
truth, right, justice, and equity.

Two Alleged Eye Witnesses of Automo- 
bile Accident in France Arrested 
» for Perjury. 


PARIS, July 16.—A new development has 
arisen in the matter of the claims to the 
estate of Mr. and Mrs. Charles L. Fair, 
who were killed in an automobile accident 
at Pacy-sur-Eure, France, last August, 

The judicial authorities of the Depart- 
ment of the Seine were informed that the 


testimony given by alleged eye witnesses 
of the accident contained contradictions 
and was open to the suspicion of havin 
been inspired by a party to the suit. 
Parisian Magistrate was appointed to make 
an investigation, as the result of which 
two persons were arrested yesterday af- 
ternoon on the charge of perjury. 

The names of the prisoners have not yet 
been given out. 


25,000 TROOPS ARE TO 
STAY IN SOUTH AFRICA. 


Large British Force to be Kept There 
Because It Could Easily Be Dis- 
patched to India. 


LONDON, July 17.—In the course of the 
discussion of the army estimates in the 
House of Commons yesterday War Secre- 
tary Brodrick said it had been decided to 
keep a force of 25,000 men permanently in 
South Africa, whence reinforcements could 
readily be dispatched to India in the event 
of an attack on the frontier. 

Mr. Brodrick added that this preparation 
for such a contingency as sending rein- 
forcements to India was a timely step, ‘and 
less costly than it would be to increase the 


permanent garrison of India. The Govern- 
ment considered it was entitled to ask In- 
dia to contribute to the maintenance of the 
force in South Africa intended for its serv- 
ice in case of need. 

The Secretary estimated that the extra 
cost of keeping this emergency force in 
South Africa would be £1,500,000 yearly. 


PANAMA CANAL MESSAGE. 


Views Submitted to the Colombian Con- 
gress by President Marroquin. 


COLON, Colombia, July 16.—The text of 
President Marroquin’s message submitted 
to the Colombian Congress has reached 
here. The part referring to the Panama 
Canal says: 

“There are two alternatives before the 
Government: Firstly, the curtailment of Co- 
lombian sovereignty in consideration of 
certain pecuniary advantages, and, sec- 
ondly, to rigorously maintain sovereignty 
and demand peremptorily the money in- 
demnity to which we consider ourselves en- 
titled. In the first case the wishes of the 
inhabitants of the Department of Panama 
will be satisfied, but the Government may 
be afterward accused of failing to defend 
the sovereignty of the country and of 
sacrificing the interests of the nation. In 
the second case, if the canal is not built 


via the Panama route the Government will 
be accused of falling to obtain the wealth 
of which the canal may be regarded as the 
beginning, and which may be the sole con- 
dition of our future aggrandizement. 

“T have already made known my wish 
that an interoceanic canal should be opened 
throughout our ee I think even at 
cost and sacrifice we should not place ob- 
stacles in the way of such a grand enter- 
prise, because it would surely result in a 
gigantic material improvement of our coun- 
try; also because once the canal is opened 
we will expand and draw closer in our re- 
lations to North America, whereby our in- 
dustries, commerce, and wealth would be 
greatly benefited. 

‘Happily for me the immense vespon- 
sibility of deciding the question rests upon 
Congress, which must definitely approve 
or disapprove the treaty proposed by the 
United States Government.” 


£4,900 FOR THIRTEEN SPOONS, 


Apostie Set, Dated 1536, Brings a Rec- 
ord Figure in London. 


LONDON, July 16.—Thirteen silver Apos- 
tle spoons with figures of Christ and the 
twelve Apostles upon them were auctioned 
at London this afternoon. They brought 
the record price of £4,900. The spoons are 


dated 1586, and constitute the earliest com- 
plete set known. 

The bidding was spirited, commencing at 
£500 and rising rapidly until the Spocms 
were finally knocked down to a dealer 
for the sensational figure stated. 


Biue Nile Expedition Fails. 
ADEN, July 16.—The expedition headed 
by W. N. MacMillan of 8t. Louls, Mo., 
which was fitted out to explore the course 
of the Blue Nile, with a view to ascertain- 
ing its navigability as a trade route from 
Central Abyssinia to the Mediterranean, 


has abandoned its task. The boats were 
swamped, but there were no casualties, 
‘The members of the expedition are return- 
ing to Jibuti, on the Gulf of Aden.

A. Armstrong, now of 
New York, but formerly of this city, who is 
prominent in Grand Army circles, Dr. 
Armstrong's widow survives him. They

. L., $3,000; one-third of which is to be 
used to keep the ‘‘ Floyd family burying 
ground ” in good condition, one-third for the 
maintenance of the church, and one-third 
for the poor of the parish; to the American 
Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals, $1,000; Brooklyn Home for p A | 
Men, ge Howard Colored Orphan Asy- 
lum, $500, and the church society Known 
as the Household of Faith, $2,000. 

Another bequest of $5,000 is made to the 
Life and Advent Camp Meeting Association, 
the money to be used by the association 
in building and furniebing a cottage on 
its ounds at Camp Bethel for the use 
of “ministers or worthy or persons, 
free of charge, during the time meetings 
are held at the said camp, as the officers 
shall designate.” 

The testator directs that if, after the pay- 
ment of these legacies, there shall be a@ 
surplus, they shall set apart’ enough to 
equal one-half of the entire estate after 
deducting the amounts given to various 
corporations. If this surplus amount be 
sufficient, the testator directs his trustees 
to erect a chapel in Brooklyn, to be known 
as the “ Floyd Memorial Advent Chapel,” 
to be used for the holding of meetings and 
religious services by the church societ 
known as the ‘“ Household of Faith,” an 
for the creation of a library in connection 
with the chapel.

SPECIAL RACE FOR CHAMPIONS. 


McChesney and Waterboy to Meet at 
Brighton Beach for a $10,000 Prize. 


A special race between Waterboy, winner 
ef the Brigton Handicap, and accredited 
the champion handicap horse of the East, 
and McChesney, the champion four-year- 
old of the West, has been arranged by the 
Brighton Beach Racing Association through 
the efforts of John Boden, Jr., Racing Sec- 
retary of the club, and the announcement 
Was made yesterday that the race will be 
run next Wednesday, July 22, as the feature 


of a special programme. The contest is 


expected by turfmen to be the racing event 
of the year, as the fame that McChesney 
has earned in the West has kept racing 
men busy speculating as to whether the 
East could show a horse to beat him since 
last Winter, when McChesney was bought 
for a sum said to be $40,000 by E. E. Smath- 
ers, a New York broker, who, however, 
élected to race the horse in the West. 

Last Winter and through the early part 
of the Spring the turf world was eagerly 
looking ahead to a special race that would 
bring together McChesney and Hermis, but 
since Hermis, then regarded as the cham- 
pion of the East, proved a disappointment 
in his Spring form, hope of such a race 
seemed abandoned until Secretary Boden 
succeeded in inducing Mr. Smathers, owner 
of McChesney, and J. B. Haggin, owner of 
Waterboy, to agree to the special race an- 


nounced. Mr. Haggin was represented in 
the negotiations by Sydney Paget, his 
agent, while Mr. Smathers agreed to the 
race in person, after having first made a 
trip to Chicago to confer with Samuel Hil- 
dreth, his trainer, before giving his an- 
swer. This answer he telegraphed from 
Chicago vesterday, and on his acceptance 
of the terms the announcement of the race 
was made. ‘ 

The conditions of the special, which the 
managers of the Brighton Beach race track 
term the Champions’ Special, are that the 
race shall be at one mile and a quarter, for 
three-year-olds- and upward, with $10,000 
added money, $500 entrance, or $50 forfeit 
if the horse entered is declared out by 
2 o'clock on the day before the race. The 
race thus is a sweepstakes, open to all 
horses three years old or upward, but 
that is simply in deference to The Jocke 
Club, which is inclined to frown onmmatc 
races, as there is hardly a remote pogsi- 
bility that any other horse will enter, C. 
F. Dwyer having asserted for Africander 
yesterday afternoon that he had no inten- 
tion of entering him in such a race. With 
the end in view that the race shall bring 
about a meeting of McChesney and Water- 
boy, the conditions made by the Brighton 
Beach Racing Association provide that 
McChesney and Waterboy are to start or 
there will be no Face, the additional pro- 
vision being made that the weather and 
track shall good, as Waterboy would not 
be started over a heavy -track. Under 
the weight for age agreement McChesney 
and Waterboy will carry 126 pounds each, 

Waterboy, by virtue of his victory in the 
Brighton Handicap, holds the world’s rec- 
ord for a mile and a quarter, 2:03 1-5, while 
McChesney, through his victories under all 
sorts of weights and on all tracks, has 
been declared to be the best horse in 
America.

As Samuel Hildreth, trainer of Mc- 
Chesney, has been denied a license by The 
Jockey Club since he engaged in an affray 
at Morris Park, it is said that the horse 
while here will be handled by some other 
trainer.

Money unchanged, 3 per cent. 


AN things taken into consideration, 
yesterday’s stock market gave a very 
g004 account of itself. A much tamer af- 
fair than any of recent days, it neverthe- 
less developed powers of absorption and 
of resistance that were as gratifying to 
advocates of higher prices as they were 
disconcerting to the bears. In the ver- 
nacular, the market showed that it had 
two sides to it and that not even the 
combined forces of intermittent liquida- 
tion and short selling could depress it as 
easily as in recent times. Indeed, for 
the greater part of the day the tone was 
strong throughout under the leadership 
of such stocks as St. Paul, Canadian Pa- 
cific, and Baltimore and Ohio, which 
gave every evidence of being heavily 
oversold. It was only in the last hour 
that the bears succeeded in making any 
impression upon prices. This they did 
through the medium of Amalgamated 
Copper, which in a vicious raid they 
forced down four points to a new low 
record, incidentally depressing the gen- 
eral list in sympathy. Yet even in this 
break few prices fell below the close of 
the day previous, good investment and 
other. support appearing on the late re- 
cession. 

Of the decline in copper there is little 
to be said, save that sympathy will not 
_be wasted upon those speculators who, 
dealing in it, have seen their exchequers 
depleted in consequence. They knew or 
they should have known whereof they 
dealt. Copper is a blind pool, pure and 
simple, and blind pools most readily lend 
themselves to manipulative movements— 
especially when some of the influential 
controllers of the blind-peo) stock are 
conspicuous as~stock market gamblers. 
More consideration, however, must be 
given the innocent investor in the stock, 
who put his savings into the property, 
induced thereby through the glowing 
prospectus put out, the eminent respecta- 
bility of the names of the promoters of 
the corporation and the promises of regu- 
lar statements of earnings and condition. 
At yesterday’s low figure the price of the 
insecurities is little more than one-third 
of that at which it was selling when it 
was declared (by insiders) to hold out 
every promise of becoming a “ second 
Standard Oil.” The promise, 
wcarcely be said, seems some distance of 
fulfillment. 

Beyond the break in copper, some sharp 
drops in a few inactive issues and some 
equally sharp advances in others, there 
was little feature to price movements. As 
for the news and developments of the day 
they were generally favorable. Sterling 
exchange had a _ sensational decline; 
money continued easy and the crop news 
was good—this despite an illuminating 
statement sent from Washington and 
credited to Secretary of Agriculture Wil- 
son to the effect that there is a possi- 
bility of a shortage in the corn crop. 
Both the Bank of England and the Bank 
of France made favorable showings in 
their weekly reports, put out during the 
day. London was again a buyer on a 
liberal scale, taking probably 30,000 
shares here. . 

While the newsboys in the Street, ap- 
parently imbued with the sensational 
spirit of some of the journats which they 
were endeavoring to sell, were crying out 
in the early morning of “ failures in 
Wall Street,” there were no doubt many 
persons who believed or feared, or, may- 
hap, being bearish, hoped that one or 
more failures had been announced. The 
facts, of course, are otherwise; but the 
would-be sellers of the newspapers were 
evidently finding their wares less mar- 
ketable than usual and were nothing 
leath to sacrifice truth and stoop to the 
sensationalism in order to be relieved of 
their load. Unimportant as this thing is 
in itself, it nevertheless is not without its 
significance \ and suggestiveness. There 
were no failures; and yet the market on 
the day previous had passed through a 
crisis so severe and had suffered a decline 
so sharp that the low prices made in the 
memorable May 9 panic of two years 
ago look high in comparison. It/is this 
condition that has amazed persons not 
alone in New York and in other cities on 
this continent, but has caused even the 
capitalists and financial writers in for- 
eign. countries to comment at once ad- 
miringly and wonderingly. Time and 
again, one day’s decline being succeeded 
by another yet worse, failures had been 
predicted; yet mone came. And, more 
gratifying still, comes now the authori- 
tative statement that @ ccmmittee of 


representative bankers, after a careful 
investigation of the leading financial in- 
stitutions of the city, find them essen- 
tially sound and strong. Which points 
strongly. that, whatever else may be ap- 
parent, such liquidation as has_ been 
forced has come from interests well able 
to stand it and probably represents noth- 
ing more than the wiping out of large 
profits, paper and otherwise, accumulat- 
ed in the wild speculative orgie now com- 
monly known as “the McKinley boom.”

‘New York Life Officials Belleve Entire 


Findings Will Be Annulled. 


The suit against the New York Life In- 
surance Company, in which,a civil court 
of Montevideo, Uruguay, ordered that Casi- 
miro Castro be paid $1,260,000 for defama- 
tion of character, d which has been 
pending for the last three years, is at last 
about to be settled. About three years ago, 
@ lawyer for the company by the name of 
Demarque prosecuted Castro, who was an 
agent in Montevideo, for insuring hopeless- 
ly Hl persons with the intent of defrauding 
the company. He lost his suit and Castro 
instituted a counter one for defamation 
of character and obtained the verdict, and 
was allowed $1,250,000 damages. 

The company in its defense held that its 
lawyer was not authorized to act against 
Castro, and that he had acted only on his 
own responsibility, Finding that matters 
could not be brought? to a_ settlement, 
United States Minister Finch was appealed 
to, and he sent a communication to the 
Government authorities requesting a re- 
vision of the court's decision. His note 
was to the effect that the decisién was 
unjust, and that the executive power 
should nullify the decree. The Govern- 
ment is considering his communication. 

When asked about the matter yesterday 
Mr. D. P. Kingsley, Vice President of the 
company, said: 

“The suit is one which could only arise 
in such a place as South America, and it 

savors more of a light opera here in 
town, than of real life. The facts of the 
story are true, as it now stands, but by 
constant urging the Government has at 
last Come to see the absurdity of the situa- 
tion, to understand that it would be 
impossible to hurt any man to the extent 
the damages call for. A special court will 
be formed by the Government which will 
annul the entire findings of the lower 
courts, and we expect the whole matter to 
be finished in the next two months.”

f Some Sharp Breaks Recorded in 
Inactive Issues. 


BEAR RAID ON COPPER SHARES 


Denial of Disagreement™Between Mor- 
gan and Rockefeller Interests in 
Steel Trust—Russell Sage Says 
Market Is Not Demoralized. 


Wall Street, stock marketwise, had a 
much quieter day of it yesterday than on 
the day. previous, but nevertheless it was 
not without its sensations. The chief of 
these—coming after a day of strength in 
the active stccks—was a)vicious bear raid 
upon Copper Trust stock in the last hour 
of trading which forced the price of that 
stock down four points from the high of 
the day and caused unsettlement, though 
not actual weakness, elsewhere. The close, 
as a-eonsequence, was irregular and ner- 
yous, with some issues up and some down. 

The greatest declines,» Copper excepted, 
were in the inactive stocks, such extreme 
breaks being reported as 19% in Great 
Northern preferred on the transfer of 100 
shares, 21% in Westinghouse preferred on 
the transfer of a like amount, and 20% in 
American Snuff on transactions involving 
20) shares. On the other hand, most of 
the active stocks, such as Baltimore and 
Ohio, Erie, Reading, Southern Pacific, and 
Missouri Pacific, ‘were up fractionally at 
the close of the day—this despite their late 
losses in sympathy with Copper—while in 
inactive stockS the leaders in the advance 
were Brooklyn Union Gas and Lacka- 
wanna, each of which rose § points. In 
the outside market Standard Oil rose over 
5 points and Northern Securities 2 

The day was notably free of sensational 
or disquieting rumors, and had it not been 
for the break in Copper would have been 
almost uninteresting except for the com- 
plete recovery from the despondency -and 
weakness of the day previous, which the 
market early showed. As for the Copper 
break, it is believed that it was engineered 
by the so-called Weil crowd, who are un- 
derstood to be heavily short of the general 
market, the supposition being that the de- 
cline was forced to -permit of covering 
elsewhere. The ostensible reason for the 
selling was said to be the fear of a cut 
in the price of the copper mittal. Yester- 
day's low figure—easily the lowest on rec- 
ord—compares \with a fiigh of 130 recorded 
on June 17, 1901, This was before the 
dividend was reduced from 8 per cent. to 
2 per cent., where it now is, a quarterly 
dividend of % per cent. having been de- 
cjlared yesterday. 

AS Was not unnatural, some interesting 
—if not to say peculiar—stories were in 
circulation during the day. Qne of these 
had the junior partner of a prominent 
banking house at war with his chief, who 
—sv the story ran—had told the junior to 
sell his speculative holdings at once. This 
is merely, in detail, a story which has 
been heard oa the Street for some time, 

as .even reached London, and which, 
though denied, is believed to have some 
toundation in fact. 

Another story was that there have been 
dissensions and disagreements between the 
Rockefeller and Morgan interests in the 
United States Steel Corporation and that 
at the recent’ meeting of the Board of Di- 
rectors there was a warm controversy be- 
tween J. P. Morgan. and John D. Rocke- 
feller, the latter, it being said, demanding 
that the dividend on the common stock be 
passed entirely or at least cut in two. In 
respect to this the following statement, 
learned to have been officially inspired, 
was put out yesterday by one of the Wall 
Street news agencies: 

“We understand on unquestionable au- 
thority that there is no foundation for 
these stories in any way, shape, or manner. 
There was no conflict or dispute between 
Mr. Morgan and Mr. Rockefeller with re- 
gard to either the dividend question or the 
general policy of the corporation, and en- 
tire harmony and good feeling prevailed at 
the meeting of Directors. Furthermore, 
we are jnformed that it is the general policy 
of the company to lay out a programme for 
each half year by which at least a mini- 
mu amount of profits shall be derived 
from the business of the controlled com- 
pany. It is stated that, the earnings of the 
ast six months exceeded by 20 per cent. 
the expectations of the management with 
regard to the profits that had been planned 
for that period.” : 

During the day Russell 
the following interview: 

“The stock market is not demoralized. 
It is in what is known as a declining con- 
dition. with promises of quick reaction 
within a month. The pregent aspect of the 
stock market does not indicate a decrease 
of prosperity or a money stringency. Its 
tone is not one of demoralization, but may 
be truthfully expressed as a declining one. 
This does not mean, ‘either. that the de- 
cline will continue indefinitely. Prices will 
rally within a month. There is no doubt 
that the market is disturbed. When these 
disturbances. which are periodical and regu- 
lar, occur, they are regarded by the pub- 
lic_as being more than mere disturbing 
agencies. The public thinks then that things 
are going all to smash. A serious aspect is 
taken of Wall Street affairs by the out- 
sider, while the experienced man in stocks 
and finances Knows the actual causes and 
can.explain them.” 

Rankers generally after the close of busi- 
ness vesterday gave it as their opinion 
that the worst is now over, and that from 
this iime on the market should improve. 


Sage gave 


Sight Sterling Off Sixty Points in Ab- 
rupt Decline. 


The sterling exchange market yesterday 
morning experienced one of the most sen- 
sational breaks which have occurred 
in it in some time. The closing price for 
sight sterling on Wednesday was 4.86.60. 
Yesterday morning the price declined ab- 
ruptly to 4.86—a drop of sixty points. At 
this price bills were offered freely and the 
market was completely demoralized. The 
break was due-to the heavy offering of all’ 
kinds of bilis, loan bills, Stock bills, grain 
bills, and other kinds of paper being fogced 
on the market. The abundant supply of 
such bills is due to several causes. One of 
these is the heavy buying by London and 
ethereforeign financial centres of our stocks 
and bonds. 

Ii London had bought only half the 
amount with which it was credited yester- 
day the supply of bills from this source 
alone, so it was stated, would have been 
enough to cause a decline in the sterling 
market. Another cause is the placing of 
many of the"recent long-time loans abroad. 
So, for instance, a large share of the Union 
Pacific notes was placed in Europe. In ad- 
dition there are other causes;chief among 
them the higher money rate in this country, 
which is sure to attract foreign capital. 
Toward the close the market rallied some 
fifteen points for a net decline for the day 
of about half a cent.

MORMON CHURCH. PROTESTS. 


Head of Eastern Mission Complains to 
Mayor Low of Refusal of Permits 
for Street Preaching. 


Protest in behalf of the Mormon Church 
Was made to Mayor Low yesterday against 
his action in refusing permits to the mis- 
sionaries of the Church to allow them to 
preach in the;Streets of the city. The pro- 
test was made by John G. McQuarrie, Pres- 
ident of the Eastern States Mission of the 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day 
Saints, which is the official. title of the 
Morman Church. 

The action was brought forth because of 
the attitude recently taken by Mayor Low 
when he declined to issue these permits to 
the Mormons on the ground that the prac- 
tice of polygamy was being preached on 
‘the streets of the city, When Mr. McQuar- 
rie appeared before the Mayor yesterday he 
declared as false any suggestions even that 
polygamy had. been preached by the Mor- 
mon missionaries, and he claimed for his 
people the Constitutional privilege of equal 
rights. He said his Church was a Christian 
Church, engaged in a laudable and God- 
fearing cause, and should not be discrimi- 
nated against. The Mayor said he would 
give the matter his consideration, and 
would announce his determination later. 
When he left Mr. McQuarrie left With the 
Mayor a brief of the case he desired to 
make out. In this he pointed out that both 
the Old and New Testaments of the Bible 
are accepted by the Mormon Church. He 
further pointed out that 95 per cent. of the 
Mormons live in their own homes, that 
there is only 1.20 per cent. of illiteracy 
among the native-born population of Utah, 
and only 4.60 per cent. of illiteracy among 
the foreign born, of which there is a_per- 


centage of 19.4 in the Church membership. 
He also declares that while polygamy was 
practiced among the Mormons, on the 
ground that “ marriage with a pure mo- 
tive is considered a protection against vice,"’ 
that yrs bw is a thing regulated by the 
laws of the land, and that the Mormon 
Church is obeying that law in this country 
and no longer sanctions polygamy. 

In 1890; when the President of the 
Church issued a manifesto forbidding the 
practice of polygamy,’’ says Mr. McQuar- 
rie in the letter, ‘“ there were 2,451 polyga-

mous families out of a Charch membership | 


of 300,000. At the present time out of a 
membership of 320,000, there are about 700 
men, mostly aged men, who stand at the 
head of such families. Their family rela- 
tionship cannot be changed, but in the or- 
dinary course of events they all will be 
gone in a few years. It always takes time 
to adjust social conditions. The doctrine 
has ceased to be taught in the Church.”’ 

Mr. McQuarrie after the interview said 
that should the Mayor decline to recognize 
his Church with permits the courts would 
be appealed to. 


NO COURT HOUSE REPAIRS. 
Appropriation Made, but Justices’ Com- 


plaint to President Cantor Re- 
mains Unheeded. 


Although the adjournment of the Trial 
and Special Terms of the Supreme Court, 
with the exception of two, for the Sum- 
mer vacation took place on June 26 last, 
nothing has yet been done to remedy its 
unsanitary condition or renovate the court- 
rooms and other parts of the building, 
which are in a generally dirty and dilapi- 
dated state. [It was expected, as an ap- 
propriation had been allowed for the im- 
provement of the building, that the work 
would have keen started immediately after 
the courts adjourned, and the fact that no 
steps had been taken caused the commit- 
tee of the Justices of the Supreme Court to 
forwarl the follewing letter to Rerough 
President Cantor on July 10: 

Sir: ‘On behalf of the Justices of the Supreme 
Court in thig department, we beg to call. your 
attention to the fact that, although the rial 
and Special Terms of this court adjourned for 
the Summer vacation on June 26, two weeks ago 
thus leaving the building open for the 
contemplated repairs, no work whatever of any 
kind has been done, and we are not even sure 
that any contracts have been let. 

The terms for the trial of causes are set for 
Monday, Oct. 5, and the public interests demand 
that the courts shall be able to open at that 
time. 

You will, perhaps, recall that your attention 
was called to the necessity for certain repairs to 
the Court House early fn the present year, tn 
the expressed hope that preparations could. be 
made for the commencement of the work im- 
mediately upon the adjournment for the Sum- 
mer. We beg that you will give this matter your

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SETTLING BUILDING WAR 


Interests Trying to Hasten the Re- 
sumption of Work. 


Seven Unions Expelled from Building 
Trades’ Board Plan to hold 
Public Mass Meeting. 


Several agencies were at work yesterday 
to hasten the general resumption of work 
on buildings which are still to a great extent 
held back until most of the unions in the 
building trades have signed the arbitration 
agreement of the Building Trades Em- 
ployers’ Association, Foremost among 
these agencies came the seven unions which 
have been expelled for signing the arbitra- 
tion agreement, and which have decided to 
take prompt measures to bring the building 
trades war to a close. 

The delegates of the seven unions held a 
secret. meeting yesterday and decided on 
calling a mass.meeting in the near future 
to ¢xplain to the workingmen why they had 
accepted the amerd@ed arbitration agree- 
ment. A meeting will be probably held 
Monday to fix a date for the mass meeting. 
A delegate of one of the expelled unions 
said: 

“The principal objection of those who 
refuse to accept the plan of arbitration is 
to.Article XV., which provides that in case 
the union could not supply enough work- 
men the employer or employers in that 
trade might hire workmen not members 
who might become members of the union if 
competent, 

“This article has been a good deal mis- 
construed. It is designed to protect con- 
tractors who, when there is a great de- 
mand for men, have their men taken from’ 
them and sent to other contractors after 
the latter appeal to the officers of the 
union, It can therefore be seen that the 
carrying out of this article will kill one 


opportunity for ‘graft’ on the part of 
walkin elegates or other officers of 
unions.” 

The Housesmiths and Bridgemen's Union 
at its meeting to-night will consider a 
proposition to send a committee to the 
Iron League, which is affiliated with the 
Employers’ Association, to talk over the 
present situation. A committee of the 
Housesmiths and Bridgemen’s Union, head- 
ed by John Dolan, one of its walking dele- 
gates, had a conference yesterday with C. 
Kk. Cheney, Secretary of the Iron League. 

William K. Fertig, Secretary of the Em- 
ployers’ Association, said that he knew 
some movement was going on to bring 
about a conferencé between the iron work- 
ers and the Iron League. He said that 
notices would be sent to all the members of 
the Plain and Ornamental Plasterers’ Union 
which will be received by them to-day, to 
return to work at once. This will send 


; 4,800 more men to work independent of the

plasterers‘laborers, who are expected to re- 
turn to work pending arbitration of the 
demand of $5.25 a day for the laborers. 

The Amaigamated Hoisting and Safety 
Engineers had a conference with the em- 
ployers yesterday forenoon, at which, it 
was stated, progress toward a settlement 
leading to the signing of, the arbitration 
agreement was reached. On the highest 
authority it was stated that a settlement 
with the Bricklayers’ Unions is practically 
assured to-night, when their representatives 
will meet a committee of the Mason Build- 
ers’ Association at the Townsend Building 
to settle the wage question. This will 
settle the question of accepting the arbi- 
tration agreemefit which has already been 
accepted by four out of the nine local 
unions of bricklayers. 


LIGHT ON ROXBURY MYSTERY. 


Inspector Titus Says He Expects to 
Make an Arrest Soon in the 
Murder Case. 


Inspector Titus said last night that he ex- 
pected to make an arrest in the near future 
in connection with the murder of Charles 
W. Roxbury, who was struck down by an 
unknown assailant in the Bronx a week 
ago to-day. 

“All I can say is that we have light on 
the case,’ remarked the Inspector. “ The 
person we have under particular surveil- 
lance has not been arrested before this be- 
cause we want to strengthen the case be- 
fore taking pusitive action. The man who 
killed Mr. Roxbury was a footpad.,”’ 

The finding of a hammer handle in 
Schumacher’s saioon at One Hundred and 
Sixty-first Street and River Avenue yester- 
day is am important clue, the Inspector be- 
lieves. He learned that a man left the 
hammer handle in the place about three 
weeks ago. Roxbury, according to the 
»0lice theory, was struck down by a sim- 
lar weapon. 

Miss Thomasch, who was with Mr. Rox- 
bury when he was attacked, denied yester- 
day that she was ill or that she contem- 
plated being married. 


SUICIDE LED TO ARREST. 


Insurance Company Took Action on 
Theft of Funds—G. P. Osborne, a 
Fugitive Employe, Killed Himself. 


G. P. Osborne, fifty-five years old, of 149 
Willow Street, Brooklyn, committed sui- 
cide yesterday morning by shooting him- 
self in his room at the Hotel Rockingham, 
at Portsmouth, N. H. 

He was a fugitive from justice, being 
charged with theft from the Commercial 
Life and Assurance Company, Limited, of 
London. One arrest was made last night as 
a result of, his suicide. Another is expected 
to-day. Both persons will be charged with 
complicity in the robbery. 

On arriving at the hotel last Wednesday 
he registered as A. Ross of New York, but 
on his dressing table was found a note giv- 
ing his true name and address. He also 
left letters for several New York men, who 
have been notified. 

Before shooting himself Osborne made 
careful preparations so that when the por- 
ters, after hearing the shot, broke into his 
room they had to force thé door, which 
was locked and barricaded with chairs. 
The man was dying when they reached 
him. 

For sixteen years Osborne had been em- 
ployed as manager of the loss department 
of the New York office of the’Commercial 
Life'and Assurance Company, Limited, of 
London, at 58-William Street, at a salary of 
$3,600 a year, and was regarded as one of 
the most trusted employes. Col. oe 
Wray, the New York manager of the com- 
pany, said yesterday: 

“We received word from Portsmouth 
that Osborne had shot himself. He had 
taken sums of money amounting to some- 
thing between $5,000 and $10,000 from our 
company, in collusion with two builders, by 
filing false loss reports with the company, 
for small repairs done by the builders, who 
were his confederates. We suspected this 
about two weeks o- and called in experts 
to examine his books. 

“ About a week ago he made a partial 
confession to us_and immediately left for 
Montreal.‘. The District Attorney -had an 
indictment out for him and has issued war- 
rants for the two builders. Osborne un- 
doubtéedly shot himself to avoid the dis- 
grace of exposure,” 

Osborne was born in Folkstone, England, 

where his wife and daughter are now visit- 
ing relatives. Immediately after the tele- 
gram announcing his déath was received 
his son; Percy, took the train for Ports- 
mouth and will return with the body to- 
day. ; 
Osborne had until very recently lived at 
New Brighton, 8. 1., but last Winter moved 
to Brooklyne He was a member of the 
Underwriters’ and Knickerbocker Athletic 
Clubs. 

It was said by the Sergeant on duty at 
the Detective Bureau at Police Headquar- 
ters last might that an arrest had been 
made in connection with the defalcation. 
No further informatio was given, however 
as he said that another arrest was expected 


and until it was made nothing could 
told of the matter.

tricts assigned to them, and to submit. to 
the Commissioners a sworn detailed state- 
ment showing that they have'examined ey- 
ery house, building, lot,-or plier or other 
assessable property, with the name of the 
owner or occupant, and also the sum for 
which in their judgment ‘each parcel of 
real estate under ordinary circumstances 
would sell. This\is to regard the. prop- 
erty as unimproved, and a separate esti- 
mate must be placed upon the property as 
to its value under the improvements on 
them, if any such improvements exist., 

The €ommissioners say that the ‘new 
method of assessing real estate is to pro- 
mote equality in taxation, and the deputies 
are directed to comply both with the letter 
and the spirit of the law, as the figures un- 
der both valuations will form an’ impor- 
tant part in the succeeding annual assess- 
ments. Aside from a personal examination 
of each parcel of property the deputiexs are 
directed to famfMarize themselves with the 
uses and the application of the rules and 
scales generally recognized by real estate 
appraisers, twokers, and lawyers in de- 
termining the relative values of portions 
ef corner lots and lots greater or less than 
100 feet in depth. The Commissioners state 
that before the deputies go into the field 
in September additional instructions will be 
issued. President Wells and Commission- 
érs Cogswell, Gillespie, Strasbourger, and 
Scott sign the instructions. / 


mca 2s na en a 
CRUSHED SANDWICH MAN’S HAT 


Automobile’s Destruction of Sign Car 
rier’s Headgear Causes Excite- 
ment in Nassau Street. 


A sandwich man, a straw hat, and an 
automobile were a combination that created 
an immense amount of excitement in Nas- 
sau Street, between Cedar and Liberty, yes- 
terday afternoon. A crowd gathered as the 
rumor spread that there had been a 
tragedy. The only reason for the commo- 
tion was the fact that the hat, belonging 
to John Godfrey of 357 Madison Street, had 
been crushed under the automobile. 

Godfrey's vociferous indignation at the de- 
struction of his headgear was taken by 
those on the outside of the circle that gath- 
ered to mean that something dreadfyl had 
happened. The throng swayed back and 
forth in its eagerness to find out what 
was the matter, The accident happened at 
3:30, and it was 4 o'clock before policemen 
cleared the street. 

The sandwich man, whose sign indicated 
where to go to buy baseball suits, was 
eager to inform all who would listen that 
he had been run against by an automobile 
which crushed his straw hat. The destruc- 
tion ofthe hat was evident. Godfrey and 
his sign were uninjured. 

The automobile, registered as No. 4,004 
and neloueirig 60 Thomas F. Ryan, stop 
in front of 32 Nassau Street, where a 
Ryan had ridden on a business errand. 
His chauffeur went through the usual evo- 
lutions necessary to make a machine head 
the other way, when the hat of Godfrey, 
who was carrying the sign, was crushed 
under one of its wheels. he chauffeur in- 
sisted that Godfrey had thrown hat 
under the wheel. Godfrey declared he h 
been violently struck by the machiné, an 
his hat ruined. 

Men who “ carry the banner ”’ or wear the 
sandwich in the neighborhood-—and there 
are many—gathered to the aid of Godfrey. 
so that he was surrounded by a circle of 
signs indicating the various industries and 
trades of Nassau Street. Godfrey and his 
companions marched away for fear of club- 
bing, but vowed a lawsuit, as they had the 
number of the automobile. 


DEFAULTING BANKER PAROLED. 


Charies Stern, Long a Fugitive, Surren- 
dered and Sought to Make Amends 
for Wrongdoing. 


After having been a wanderer and a fu- 
gitive from justice for seven years, Charles 
Stern, who at one time was the head of a 
prosperous east side banking house,” ap- 
peared before Judge McMahon in the Court 
of General Sessigns, yesterday, a barefooted 
tramp, pleading guilty to an indictment for 
grand larceny and asking for clemency. 

As the District Attorney's office had no 
objection, the Judge paroled Stern in the 
custody of Agent Kimball of the Prison As- 
sociation, after he had learned that the 
man was contrite, and, despite the wretched 
condition in which he found himself, had 
tried to make amends for his former wrong- 
doing. 

Stern fled from this city’ in March, 1896, 
taking With him $12,000 of money belong- 
ing to depositors in his bank. He was 
caught at Halifax, N. 8., but some obstacle 
prevented his being indicted here promptly, 
and the Halifax police had to let him go. 

fter wandering all over the world, haunt- 

d by the memory of his wrongdoing, he 
surrendered to the police of this city last 
month and was locked up in the Tombs. 

An investigation which followed showed 
that of the *six original complainants 
against him. three had been paid- from a 
fund which had been created through Stern 
voluntarily leaving the money he took with 
him in trust to a Halifax lawyer after his 
apprehension there. Only one complainant 
could be found in this city; Max Berman 
of 29 Pitt Street, who had received partial 
restitution and did not wish to press the 
complaint. 

Of the trust fund $9,000 still remains, 
and Stern refused to touch this money un- 
til full amends have been made. In court 
he delivered a homily on the consequences 
of evildoing. 


REWARD FOR MISSING STONES. 


Collectar Stranahan Offers $500 for Con- 
viction of Person Who Took Half 
«Pearls. and Opals. 


Collector of Customs Nevada N. Strana- 
han yesterday offered a reward of $500 for 
the return of some precious stones which 
are missing from the Appraiser's. Stores, 
and a further reward of $500 for informa- 
tion leading to the conviction of the per- 
sons who took the articles. The stones 
were half pearls and opals, and not dia- 
monds, as had been reported, and the 
value is about $2,800. The package was 
taken from the Appraiser’s Stores, where 
it had been sent for examination, It is 
believed to have been erroneously delivered 
or stolen, probably the latter. A wooden 
case containing fourteen paages, each 
wrapped in blue paper and tied with red 
tape, was opened in the Examiner's room 
on Saturday last for examination, and the 
contents verified. The examination was 
not then completed and the case was 

laced in an iron cage. Of Monday morn- 
ng the examination was resumed and one 
of the fourteen peckiges found missing. 

In the room from which tie peewee was 
lost there have been examined and passed 
some $30,000,000 in value of prerrom stones 
during the past year, and this is the first 
loss that is known to have occurred in its
